AN IMMENSE MEETING OF ANTI- 
BLAINE VOTERS. 

THE MOST PROMINENT MEN OF THE CITY IN 
ATTENDANCE—SPEECHES AND RESOLU- 
TIONS DENUNCIATORY OF THE CHICAGO 
TICKET—THE MOVEMENT ORGANIZED 
AND PLANS FOR THE CAMPAIGN MADE. 

New-Haven, June 23.—There was just 
one drawback attending the mass-meeting of 
anti-Blaine Republicans in this city to-night 
—the hall in which it was held was far 
too small to accommodate the crowds 
who pressed into the hallway for ad- 
mittance. Every inch of standing-room 
Was occupied, the vestibules outside were 
packed, and twice as many as could gain admit- 
tance had to be turned away. The largest hall 
in the city would not have accommodated the 
throng anxious to have part in the proceedings 
and secure identitication with the movement, 
On the streets outside of the ball in fact there 
was practically held an overflow meeting, knots 
of interested voters assembling to discuss the 
fearless stand taken by honest Republicans 
against the odious burden cast upon the party 
by the convention at Chicago. The consterna- 
tion and agitation of the Blaine managers was 
made emphatically apparent by a vicious at- 
tempt to pack the hall with unscrupulous heel- 
ers, determined to disturb the proceedings and, if 
possible, take something from their effect. This 
pretty little game, however, was discovered in 
time to squelch it. The men who had met were 
not of the character to submit to any nonsense, 
fol-de-roi, or intimidation, and certain enter- 
prising young men were giad enough to sneak 
from the hall when it was suggested that this 
city was equipped with a police force for the 
suppres:ion of aisturbers of the peace. 

The citizens present, glad \% identify them- 
selves with the independent cause, were out- 
spoken in their denunciations of Blaine and Lo- 
gan and were enthusiastic in their cheers 
and applause of the speakers and the 
resolutions that were offered.

Dr. William H. Carmalt called the meeting to 
order, and proposed the following officers, who 
were unanimously elected: President—Simeon

chair Mr. Baldwin said: 


“T esteem it an honor to preside over a meeting 
of Republicans who are not ashamed to stand up 
and suy that they believe in principles and not in 
names; and yet it is with a feeling of sadness, for 
we have a right to feelsad and indignant to see 
the name Republican lent to a despicable plattorm 
aud a dishonored candidate. In my earlier days 
the name Republican meant something. The 
pame then meant to promote human freedom 
and equal rights. Of its earlier higher purposes 
some bave been fulfilled and others we hoped 
would be. But the leaders of the Republican 
Party are no longer Lincoins and Buckinghams. 
I blame no man tor making the Presidency the 
ambition of his life, but let that man keep his 
name and | fe above reproach. Can the merest 
party hack say that James G. Blaine has a charac- 
ter above reproach? You and I, gentlemen, have 
read those tell-tale letters. in which he told how 
he had prostituted the Speakership. In all 
things. to subordinate public to private ends, his 
intiuence has been against us. It is a sad 
thin to see our old party falter and 
break when great and new questions come 
up before it. But it would be sadder 
still. 1f there were none to stand against 
this tendency. We are Republicans, but we 
are not slaves. We belong to the Republican 
Party, but not as camp followers. No party's 
life 1s worth anything unless that party has 
some ideal. he publican Party was 
organized to bring the moral idea into 
American politics. It bas had a glorious 
past. Jt may have a glorious future; 
But it will only be when it writes on its banner, 
* Retrenchment, purity, and reform.’ I can call 
the Kepublican platform nothing but a platform 
of demagogues, and fit only for demagogues 
te stand op. I suy it is right for us, here 
met as we are in the open Jight, before the 
public eye. to utter our protest against that 
nomination. I regard it as an assault on the 
better aims ot the party. 1 say it as 
one who, come what may will cast no 
vote for James G. Blaine. {Uproarious ap- 
piause.| If the Democrats put up Butler we 
are told to choose the lesser evil and vote ior 
Blaine. But I would be glad to form a new 
National American party, with no North and no 
South. 160 notsay this time has arrived. Be 
that as it ray, let the future take car? of itself. 
* We do not do our duty to-night if we openly 
declarethat no mun shali receive our vote who 
is not clean and pure, who does not value his 
character as more than his tife. Let us not be 
trightened by the old cry thatthe country is in 
danger if the old Republican Party is not in 

wer. In danger from whom? Tam not afraid 
Pozeave my country in the hands of the Ameri- 
can people. if there be danger, it comes from 
those who are willing to surrender their con- 
sciences to their party. Individual! responsibili- 
t¥ hus brought us here, and that makes it our 
duty to act tor ourseives.” 

After the earnest and iong-continued applause 
bad died away Mr. Morris F. Tyler offered the

In presenting these resoiutions, Mr. Tyler said: 


“TI offer these as a crystallization of our 
sentiments. There are three things—honesty, 
justice, and liberality—which the Republican 
Party ‘has hitherto kept clearly in view. 
We labor now under a faise currency till 
we have come to another commercial 
panic. But the Republican Party. for the sake 
of a State, stands up and straddles a question for 
the first time in its history. The Republican 
Party has invariably looked to an ideal 
of purity in public office. The trouble 
is the men who enforce it ure not 
good enough. The Republican Party nominates 
two of the most vigorous opposers of civil 
service reform in the country, while it puts 
lying resolutions in its platform. To the 

merican public are presented the names 
of James G. Blaine, the ideal _politi- 
cian, and of John . Logan, who is 
never found with his back to the public 
crib. Shrewdness, sharpness, smartness, are 
Blaine’s attributes. He takes every opportunity 
in his reach to raise James G. Blaine. Can any- 
body point out a policy of any true value that 
James G. Blaine ever supported. We refuse to 
support Gen. Logan because he is death to pure 
administration. Now, what todo. Thank God, 
the Republican Party throughout the United 
States did not assemble at Chicago. The storm 
has been muttering; there is lightning, and it 
has struck. The storm is growing. I be- 
lieve, Sir, there exists—quietly in some 
places, everywhere through the country—a 
deep, solid conviction among Republican voters, 
that they are asked todo what they cannot do. 
Iam not so certain of the unanimity of Blaine 
sentiment in the West, as the howlers at the 
convention would make us _ believe. We 
cannot say what we will do. We 
can only say what we won’t do. Whether the 
Democracy are struck by a kind Providence, and 
do what they should do, every nm-an of us must 
be responsible for his individual vote, and I don’t 
see how any man, under any circumstances, can 
vote for Biaine and Logan.” 


Mr. Morehouse said that he esteemed it a priv- 
ilege to second Mr. Tyler’s motion. Mr. C.& 
Hamilton, a leading lawyer, thought that the 
resolutions did not go far enough. Gen. William 
H. Russell said: 

“Tam a bolter and I always have been a bolter, 
and I never had an atom of shame in doing what 
I have done. Why, Sir, bolting is the 
very safety of the Union. This caucus 
system of ours isa despotism, tempered only by 
bolting. Those who have had the best opportu- 
nities to hear Mr. Blaine’s defense are the very 
ones who oppose him most.” 

Gen. Russell continued in a very humorous 
and original vein. He drewa funny picture of 
the * Plumed Knight,” saying that the knight of 
medigeval times was panoplied in full armor, 
while the modern knight from Maine was 
nothing but a plume—ali feathers. Cornelius 8. 
Bushnell, a member of the third house at 
Washington, defended Mr. Blaine’s personal 
integrity. He said that Mr. Blaine might 
have slipped in a few things, but it was not 
fair to assail his general integrity. A faction 
on the outside applauded him. One enthu- 
siastic individual called for three cheers 
for Blaine and Logan. Mr. Bushnell told him to 
be quiet. Chairman Baldwin suggested that he 
be allowed to cheer. Then three men shouted, 
looked abashed at the sepulchral echoes of their 
Own Voices, and were seen no more. 

Porter C. Moulton advocated the resolutions 
from a working man’s point of view, making a 
telling speech. He said: 

“IT speak as a working man. I ama Repub- 
lican. I cast my first voie for Abraham Lincoln, 
and have ever’ since voted the ticket, and ro 
working man tried harder than I did to help elect 
James A. Garfield four years ago. Working men 
bave a very narrow margin above the high cost 
of living, and we object to Blaine because we 
don’t want any briiliant military policy which 
will crush us as the military systems. of Europe 
crush working men there. The Trades-union 
Congress of Europe have been protesting against 
the military system as their greatest burden.” 

When Mr. Moulton had concluded, and before 
the cheers had died away, the question was put 
on the resolutions and they were adopted with a 
whirlwind of applause. On the committee called 
for in the resolutions the following gentlemen 
were appointed: Frank H. Hooker, Porter C.

THEY ASSAULT A CONTRACTOR'S SON AND 
ATTEMPT TO HANG HIM. 

BALTIMORE, June 23.—John Wallace, Jr., 
the son of a sub-contractor on the Ba!timore and 
Ohio Railroad, Philadelphia extension, had a 
narrow escape from being hanged to-day by a 
mob of about 100 desperate Itaiian laborers, who 


had not been paid for nearly two months. Young 
Waliace’s father, of the firm of Wallace & Mc- 
Hugh, sub-contractors under Contractor Ham- 
min, it is alleged, left tor parts unknown several 
days ego, with about $1,000 which Hammin 
bad just paid him. He owed money to the poor 
Italian laborers for about two months, many of 
them being men with families. Wallace left his 
son John in charge of the works. The laborers 
on Saturday demanded their money. When they 
learned that Wallace had gone away they quit 
work, and began to gather in groups and make 
threats. They kept a sharp watch night and day 
on young Wallace. This morning the men 
rathered around his office in the boarding- 
nouse, near Foy’s Hill, Cecil County, Md., 
on the line of the road. Over 50 
of the Italians, cursing and uttering threats, gath- 
ered in front of the office. ‘** Money or hang!” 
they shouted in broken English, and one of 
them took athin but strong rope from his pocket 
and made a noose in it. They then fixed ittoa 
branch of a tree, and a dozen or more of the en- 
raged men rushed into the office, dragged the 
young man out, and beat him badly while pulling 

im over the ground to the foot of the tree. 
They were just about to fix the rope around his 
neck when the Italian boss of the gang came up, 
and at his earnest entreaties they agreed to post- 
pone the hanging, but they bound Wallace hand 
and foot and locked him up in his office. Word 
was sent to Elkton, Md., and a Sheriff and posse 
went to the place, and after promising the men 
that they wonld be paid they released Wallace. 

The trouble is not yet ended, as the men are 
desperate, and if aguin disappointed will mob the 
contractor's son or the bosses. Several months 
ago there was a riot near the same place and for 
a like cause.

A DECLINE IN ST. PAUL.

tions. The decline in St. Paul stocks to 58 
knocked the markets sky high, and for a time 
there wasa decidedly panicky feeling in specu- 
lative circles. St. Paul stock is largely held ~ { 
Milwaukeeans and the great decline caused all 
kinds of rumors to be circulated. Several in- 
uiries were received from New-York uring the 
day asking it there was any truth in the reports 
that Alexander Mitchell had failed. Mr. Mitchell 
is now in New-York. All reports about his embar- 
rassinents are mere rumors started fur speculative 
purposes. He is as sound asa dollar aud the 
richest man in the North-west. If St. Paul 
stocks were to go down to nothing he would not 
feei the effect of the depreciation, so great is his 
wealth. The officers at his great banking-house 
merely laugh at the dispatches when shown 
them. Therumors of failures centralized about 
noon, when the news came from Chicago that C. 
J. Kershaw & Co., the heaviest in dealers in 

the North-west, had suspended payment.

THE GREAT PENSION RAID

MR. INGALLS’S EXPENSIVE AMEND- 
MENT VOTED DOWN. 

THE PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE ARREARS 
LIMITATION BEATEN—LOADING THE BILL 
WITH OTHER AMENDMENTS. 

WasuHinoTon, June 23.—Admonished by 
public opinion and aided by the opportunity for 

calm refiection which the Sabbath afforded a 

majority of the Senators to-day defeated the 

heavy raid on the Treasury contemplated in 

Mr. Ingalls’s amendment to the Mexican Pen- 

sion bill. It was not expected last week 

that this would be the result of the long debate, 
but the defeat of the scheme is none the less 
gratifying to the more conservative members of 
both political parties. By its action the Senate 
has saved the tax-payers a sum which cannot be 
definitely estimated, but which runs up into 
hundreds of millions of dollars. The opening 
speech to-day was made by Mr. Sherman 
in opposition to the amendment. He de- 
clared that the soldiers themselves were 
divided in opinion as to the desirability 
of extending or removing the limitation of 
the time when application could be made for 
arrears of pen:ion, while the proposition was so 
indefinite in character that the Commissioner of 
Pensions was utterly unable to give an approxi- 
mate estimate of its cost. If the restriction was 
now extended justice would require its extension 
again inthe future. Mr, Sherman pointed out 
that the amendment did not come with the sanc- 
tion of any committee of the Senate or House 
of Representatives. It was not invited by 
any executive or other officer of the Gov- 
ernment, and the Pensions Committee had 
not dared to take the _ responsibility 
of sanctioning it. It came only on the motion 
of asingle Senator. Mr. Sherman felt obliged 


to vote against it solely for public reasons. The 
Ohio Senator said that the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment were now falling otf, andan enormous 
shrinkage of values was going onin the country. 
It wasa time of “ pinch,” and not the time to 
put this burdenon the people. Mr. Sherman 
argued at length that there was no contract, no 
obligation in law, morals, or good faith requir- 
ing the Government to remove this limitation. 
He reviewed the pension laws for years back in 
support of this position. 

Mr. Conger repeated the stale assertion that 
the great body of the soldiers thought the limi- 
tation should be removed, and then talked about 
the overtiowing Treasury as a reason for passing 
the amendment. He could not see how it would 
demoralize the country to have the money come 
in from one direction and go out in another to 
sustain the lives of the poor soldiers. Mr. In- 
galls showered Mr. Sherman with personal com- 
pliments and then attacked his arguments, read- 
ing from the laws,as Mr.Shermanhaddone. He 
denied that the times were hard so faras the Treas- 
ury wasconcerned. The T sury wasinastate of 
plethora, and the great difficulty was to get rid 
of the money, which was coming in faster than 
it could possibly be appropriated. He also laid 
great stress upon the fact that in State platforms 
in Ohio and fowa, and in its last national plat- 
form. the Republican Party had declared that 
the Jimitation ought to be removed. 

Aiter briefiy controverting Mr. Ingalls’s law 
points, Mr. Sherman took up his party platform 
plea. It was foolish, the Senator asserted, to try 
to guide members of the Senate by party plat- 
forms. He knew how such platforms were pre- 
pared. That put forth at Chicago was framed 
by 42 men, who had been reeking in sweltering 
heat for hours. They were men who had never 
seen each other before, and who were suddenly 
called upon to framea platform embracing every 
object of public policy and every desire of the 
Republican Party—all to be put in set phrase in 
four hours. To calia document framed under 
such circumstances a guide to Senators to infiu- 
ence them in the deliberate exercise of their 
public duty was an extraordinary spectacle, 
Mr. Sherman added chat for the tirst time in the 
history of the Senate party creeds were brought 
forward for the —— of Senators, and the 
Democrats would be in asorry predicament if 
that doctrine should prevail. In conclusion, the 
Senator urged the wisdom of economy under 
the present tinancial condition of the country. 

Then came the final vote on the proposition 
advocated by the Kansas Senator. The roll-cail 
showed 65 Senators présent, and of these 89 
voted against the umendment and killed it. 
Vice-Presidential candidate Logan voted for the 
big raid, and among its opponents were Messrs. 
Aldrich, Edmunds, Hawley, Riddleberger, Sew- 
ell, and Sherman onthe Republican side of the 
chamber. 

Mr. Harrison offered an important amendment, 
limiting the provisions of the bill to veterans 
who served at least 14 days in Mexico or on the 
coast or frontier of that country, or en route 
thereto. Senators Gorman, Groome, Jackson, 
and Saulsbury, Democrats, helped to make up 
the 35 votes which adopted this amendment 
against the 24 negative votes. As it came from 
the House, the bill gave a pension to every Mex- 
ican veteran, even though he never got nearer 
the seat of war than the recruiting station at 
which he enlisted. 

Mr. Maxey’s proposition barring out from the 
benetits of the bill any Senator or Representa- 
tive of lhe present Congress, was laid upon the 
tabe. Then Mr. Wilson offered an amendment 
requiring the beneficiaries of the bill to be at 
least 62 years old, or subject tosome disability 
not incurred while in the rebellion against the 
United States. Mr. George proposed to amend 
this by adding that the bill should not apply to 
any person who bad the means of support without 
resorting to manual labor. Mr. Morgan fol- 
lowed, with a motion to postpone further con- 
sideration of the whole subject until December. 
The bill. he said, had been amended to such an 
extent as to preclude its passage at this session, 
and he could see no use in prolonging debate 
merely to make campaign material for the Re- 
publicans. Every Senator, including Mr. Mor- 
gan, voted against this proposition. Mr. George's 
amendment was beaten, and then Mr. Wilson’s 
amendment was carried by a vote of 33 to 25. 

Mr. Cullom’s bill to pension al) disabled or de- 
pendent soldiers of the late war was offered as an 
amendment to the Mexican bill, but atter some 
shurp discussion it was agred to vote on that and 
any other amendments which might be offered at 
2 o’clock to-morrow. Mr. Vest closed the cebate 
on the bill by declaring that he could not vote 
for the amended measure. There had only been 
a pretense of pensioning Mexican veteranson the 

art of some Senators. The bill had never been 

illed in a fair fight, but it had been assassin- 
ated and bled to dcath with amendments. He 
believed the reason wasthat the Mexican war 
was a Democratic war, fought under a Demo- 
cratic Administration. The object of the Re- 
pvublicaus was to put the Democratic Senators in 
such a position by amendments tothe bill that 
if they voted against the measure they would 
be charged in the coming campaign as opposed 
to pensioning Union soldiers. It was agreed 
that proposed amendments should be voted upon 
without debate to-morrow, and then the Senate 
adjourned.

THE NORTH CAROLINA EXPOSITION. 

Mr. Wilham 8S. Primrose, President of 
the North Carolina State Exposition, has come 
to the capital to interest Government officers in 
the exhibition to be opened at Raleigh in Octo- 
ber.

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

As Chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations Mr. Randall, in the House to-day, 
with the unanimous approval of his committee, 
moved to suspend the rules and pass the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. Mr. Bel- 


ford, of Colorado, showed a disposition 
to object, unless he should be permitted 
to offer an amendment approptietin $400,-

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A DEMOCRAT’S REMARKABL& REPORT. 

Some of the Republicans of the House 
are extremely indignant about the record just 
made by Mr. John C, Cook, of Iowa, on the con- 
tested election case of Chalmers against Man- 
ning. The committee decided to give the sent 
to Chalmers and directed Mr. Cook to make 
the report. It was expected by the Repub- 
licans to be a merely formal statement 
of the case. Thus the astonishment 
and indignation can be understood, after a 
perusal of the report, which is one of the most 
interesting that has come before the present 


Congress. Mr. Chalmers is resolved into a seat, 
but with such an introduction as no man in Con- 
gress, unless he might be Keifer, would be proud 
of. The report is substantially as follows: 

It appears that Mr. Chalmers a short time before the 
election was declared not elected to the seat which he 
occupied as a Democrat in the Forty-seventh Congress. 
Up to this time he had for years acted with the Demo- 
cruts. After this he conferred with leading Republic- 
ans at Washington, and with members of the Admin- 
istration, arranging with them to aid im in 
securing the support of the Republicans of a dis- 
trict in which he did not then reside. It is fairly 
proved that he had the active sid of the departments 
at Washington and their subordinates in the district in 
the work of securing the supjort of the Republican 
Party organization in his canvass and the votes of its 
adherents, the greut mass of whom are of the colored 
race. While the evidence is not clear, yet it fairly 
covers facts that are a reproach to the civil service of 
the sountey. Not only was much time, for which 
some of the Federal officials were paid by the 
Government, devoted to canvassing for the contestant, 
but thetr accounts for expenses incurred in the canvass 
were rendered to the departments at Washington as 
incurred on the account of the Government, aithough 
it does not appear that they were paid. The commit- 
tee appreciate the gravity of the issue thus presented. 
Elections should be free from all corrupt influences, The 
use of large sums of money in elections in many parts 
ofthe country is an element of danger, even though it 
be not used directly upon the voters. That the Federal 
patronage andthe influence of superiors may produce 
strong and corrupting effect among a voting population 
such us this district contains must be admitted. T e 
direct bribery of voters and corrupt use of 
money could not be much more baneful. Again, 
it is of the highest importance that Congress 
should be a body free as air, as may be, from 
Executive interference or domination. o member 
should feel that he is in any way indebted to the execu- 
tive department for the seat which he holds. The use 
of the Executive poixaege and Ory is a growing 
evil, the furee and effect of which all good citisens 
realize only to regret and condemp. Nor can we close 
our eyes to the fact thut this influence may 
be exercised with reater effect and more 
pernicionsly in one section of the country than an- 
other. Believing that it is the duty of the House. 
whenever it is shown that the election of a member is 
the result of this influence, to declare the election 
void: believing, further, that the testimony in « case 
is to be taken in connection with contemporaneous his- 
torical facts, your committee has given cureful at- 
tention to the record and evidence in this case. 
We conclude that it cannot fairly be suid that the elec- 
tion of Mr. Chalmers was secured by such undue in- 
fluence; that is to say, that without it he would not 
have been elected, especiully in view of the large ma- 
a he received. It was, perhaps, more instrumental 
n making him the candidate ofthe Republicun Party 
and suppressing other aspirants for party support, but 
with this we think the House has no concern. A large 
part of the evidence is caiculated to show that the con- 
testant was deceitful in his politics. treacherous to his 

olitical friends, and unworthy of so high an office. 

‘his, however, must address itself to the voters of his 
district, and the House has nu right to render an un- 
just decision, because a man, lawfully elected, may be 
subject to this criticism more or Jess. 

It is next claimed that Mr. Chalmers, if legally elect- 
ed, has, since his election, disqualified himse'f from 
holding this office by accepting another office from the 
United States and performing its duti+s within the 
term of office ofa member of the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress, under the following provision of the Constitu- 
tion: “And no person holding any office under the 
United States shall be a member of either house dur- 
ing his continuance in offce:” because on the 9th of 
December, 1882, Mr. Chalmers was, by the At- 
torney-General of the Umted States employed 
or appointed special assistant to the Distr ct 
Attorney for the Northern and S6uthern Dis- 
tricts of Mississippi, and that by_retaining this 

sition, he vucated his office as Representative.

Constitution, find that Mr. Chalmers was retained for 
a special purpose, und that prior to the time for the 
convening of Congressthe matter for which he was ap- 
inted or employed had been disposed of, his aeeount 
ad been rendered to and closed by the department, no 
ee had been made: none was necessary prac- 
tically; his connection with the office of District At- 
torney had ceased.

REPUBLICAN SENATORIAL CAUCUS, 
There was a well-attended caucus of Re- 
publican Senators at the Capitol this evening to 
consider the order of business for the remainder 
of the session. The question of final adjourn- 
ment, was only briefly alluded to, but the dis- 
cussion of other matters proceeded upon the un- 


derstanding that the end of the session would be 
reached not later than July 5. An order of 
business was decided upon substantially as fol- 
lows: The Mexican Pension bill is to be disposed 
of at 2 o’clock to-morrow. Thereafter the an- 
nual appropriation bills, including the Kiver 
and Harbor bill, are to have precedence as fast 
as they are ready. When no appropriation 
bills are ready the important measures 
on the calendar are to be taken up 
and disposed of in the following order: 
The Inter-State Commerce bill, the Land 
GrantiForfeiture bills, the Postal Telegraph bills, 
the bill relating to the route of railroad lines 
into Washington city, the Anti-Chinese bill, the 
Contract Labor biil, and the bill for the admis- 
sion of Dakota. It is not to be expected that all 
of these measures will be reached. as the final ad- 
journnent will not be delayed for them after the 
appropriation bills are dispesed of. 
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DEFICIENCIES NOT PROVIDED FOR. 

The Attorney-General sent to the Senate 
to-day a communication, in which he calls at- 
tention to the failure of the House to provide 
in the General Deficiency bill for deficiencies 
under the varions bureaus of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Among these area deficiency 


of $90,000 for fees, &c., in the Marshal’s office, for 
which the House —_ appropriated $50,000; a 
deticiency of $12,000 for the final payment of 
special attorneys employed in the prosecution of 
the Guiteau case, and a deficiency of $3,500 
for expenses of ‘erritorial courts in Utab in 
1888.

He also calls attention toa 
proviso in the House bill limiting the use of 
money therein er rg to the payment of 
District Attorneys and their regular assistants, 
and excluding payments to special counsel here- 
tofore employed. He says that he thinks that 
this proviso is unjust to special counsel, who 
have served the Government in good faith. 


SEVENTEEN HOUSES BURNED. 


THE TOWN OF SHENANDOAH SWEPT BY A 
FIRE—TWO PERSONS INJURED. 

SHENANDOAH, Penn., June 23.—A fire 
broke out at 1 o’clock to-day in a block of tene- 
ment-houses owned by a person named Malone, 
and before it could be checked it had spread to 
six other tenements. Telegrams asking aid were 
sent to Tamaqua, Ashland, and Pottsville, and 
the entire town was thrown into a fever of ex- 
citement. The water supply gave out and the 
hose proved useless. Seventeen houses were 
destroyed before the fire was gotten under 
control. Men, women, and children crowded 


around and impeded the work of the firemen. 
The houses were inhabited by about 200 Hun- 
garians of the lowest class. Four American 
families were rendered homeless. The loss to the 
property-owners will be about $15,000, one-half 
of which amount is covered by insurance. The 
loss to the tenants will reach nearly $5,000. One 
Polish woman was fatally burned while attempt- 
ing to remove some of her household effects, and 
asmall boy. named Grimes, wasseriously injured 
in attempting to escape from the second-story 
window of a blazing tenement. The fire is sup- 
posed to have been caused by sparks fiying from 
an engine on the Lehigh Valtley Railroad near 
by. e buildings were all frame structures, and 
the roofs being of tar-covered material ren- 
dered them exceedingly combustible. The 
alarming prevalence of fires here during the past 
six months has destroyed all feeling of confi- 
dence on the part of business men. The Hun- 
garians are destitute of the necessaries ot life 
and are ss out on the hillsides. The feel- 

ig saoinst them here being very bitter, they are

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EGYPT AND THE POWERS 


THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN EN- 
GLAND AND FRANCE. 
OFFICIAL STATEMENTS BY THE ENGLISH AND 

FRENCH PREMIERS—ENGLAND TO OC- 
CUPY EGYPT FOR FOUR YEARS. 
Lonpon, June 23.—It is officially an- 
nounced that, under date of June 16, Earl Gran- 
ville, Foreign Secretary of State, addressed a 
note to M. Waddington, the French Minister, the 
substance of which was as follows: England 
undertakes to withdraw her troops from Egypt 
at the beginning of the year 1888, in case the 
powers shall consider such withdrawal possible 
without endangering the public order. The Caisse 
de la Dette Publique after 1885 will have a con- 
sultative voice in regard to the Budget, and will 
have the right to veto any increase of expenses 
on the part of the Government. It shall con- 
tinue to exercise the right of financial inspec- 
tion after the evacuation of the country by 
the English, in order to insure the complete and 
regular collection of the revenue. England also 


undertakes, during her occupation, to propound 
schemes to the Porte and the powers for the 
neutralization of Egypt, like Belgium, and for 
the neutralization of the Suez Canal. in his 
reply M. Waddington gave assurances of the 
satisfaction with which France noted the points 
suggested by Earl Granville. ‘* France,”’ he said, 
‘accepts Earl Granville’s proposal, and testifies 
to England’s moderation and friendly spirit, 
which, it believes, will strengthen the bonds that 
bind the two countries together.” 

In the House of Commons a Mr. Glad- 
stone made a statement concerning the Egyptian 
question which fully contirmed the official re- 
port already given of thesubgiance of the recent 
correspondence between Eagi Granville and M. 
Waddington. The neutrali#ition of Egypt, the 
Prime Minister said, is to b& deferred until En- 
gland withdraws from thejtountry. Mr. Glad- 
stone further stated that the conference of the 
powers would meet next Sattrrday. Its province 
would be to decide in regard fo;Egyptian finances, 
but no decision which it might form would be of 
any force until Parliament should give its assent. 

In the House of Lords Earl Granville ex- 
plained the conference scheme, making a_state- 
ment similar to that made by Prime Minister 
Ferry to the French Chamber of Deputies. The 
Marquis of Salisbury said the statement of the 
Foreign Secretary contained much that was per- 
ilous to British interests and was full of menace 
for the future peace of the world. 

A dispatch from Aden states that the Italian 
man-ot-war Castel Fidaro recently visited Zeyla, 
an African seaport on the Straits of Bab-el-Man- 
deb, subject to. Egypt, threatened to bombard 
the place, and exacted a_lar; sum of money 
from the Governor. Great excitement was 
caused, but confidence was restored by the ar- 
rival of the British gun-boat Arab. R 

In the House of Commons this evening Sir 
Stafford Northcote expressed his opposition to 
the statement that the issue of Earl Granville’s 
circular convening the Egyptian conference on 
the 28th inst. is with the view of intiuencing{Par- 
liament during the approaching discussion of the 
motion to censure the Government on its Egyp- 
tian policy. Lord Randolph Churchill denounced 
the statement as ludicrous. The a:surances 
from the French Government, to the effect that 
it will accept the provisions of the Granville 
circular, if such assurances exist, will possibly be 
repudiated within 24 hourg, and ure absolutely 
valueless. Mr. Henry Labouchere urged the 
House to support the Government. Lord 
Churchill’s pélicy, be said, was tending to a war 
with France. 

Intense discontent. prevails among the group of 
Independent Liberals in regard to Mr. Giad- 
stone’s statement concerning Egyptian affairs. 
Private meetings of the malcontents were held 
to-night, but no decision was arrived at 
as to what action should be _ taken. 

A coalition of the Conservatives, the Parnell- 
ites, anda section of the Liberals is probable. The 
Tory whips have summoned a meeting for to- 
morrow to concert an attack. The Tories ex- 
press themselves as confident that the Govern- 
ment will be defeated by a small majority. 


Paris, June 23.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Prime Minister Ferry, in_ re- 
viewing the Egyptian question, made the follow- 
ing statements: * Since 1883 France has been 
quite inactive sofaras Egypt is concerned, in- 
asmuch as she declined to take part in the Brit- 
ish expedition. It is tog late now to think of 
reviving the scheme of condominium. It is 
altogether imp ble. Egypt is neither French 
nor English. er tate is a matter of concern 
to all Europe, and what it is to be will always be 
a Eurcpean question. Mr. Gladstone’s Govern- 
ment recognized this fact, and was the first to 
propose the neutralization of Egypt. France has 
the best chance possible to settie the question 
with the Gladstone Cabinet. It is necessary that 
harmony be maintained between the two nations 
whose accord is so important to the peace and 
liberty of the world. onns.! It is neces- 
sary also to limit the English occupation of 
Egypt, but France has no intention of substitut- 
ing French occupation therefor.” 

The Moniteur denounces the Anglo-French 
agreement. 

The Chamber of Deputies received M. Ferry’s 
statement touching the Egyptian question with 
distinct favor, no marks of dissent being shown. 
It isexpected that the House will approve the 
action of the Government after the debate on M. 
Delatosse’s interpellation next Thursday.

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AN OUTBREAK OF CHOLERA. 
Paris, June 23.—Alarming reports of 
cholera at Toulon have reached here. It is said 
that 20 deaths occurred yesterday, and the city is 
in a state of panic. The Government has ordered 


the barracks to be evacuated, and sanitary pre- 
cautions are being taken as rapidly as possible. 
The troops and the dock laborers have been 
chiefly attacked. The disease is pronounced dis- 
tinctly Asiatic cholera. A quarantine has been 
established everywhere. The news has caused a 
profound sensation in Paris. 

Eight thousand persons left Toulon yesterday. 
Camps are being formed for the occupation of 
the navy crewsin the harbor. In consequence 
of the death of a pupilin the public school, the 
remainder of the pupils were sent home. 

The 7emps, in discussing the orlgin of the chol- 
era, says no case of cholera was returned on the 
Tonquin transports. 

The Ministry of Commerce has issued a notice 
to the effect that the cholera at Toulon is spo- 
radic and not Asiatic; that itis due to local in- 
fection, and therefore confined to the place of its 
origin. The Ministry has sent Drs. Brouardel 
and Prouse to Toulon to assist in conquering the 
disease. There were five deaths from cholera at 
Toulon to-day.

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A LARGE GRAIN HOUSE SUSPENDS. 
aaah 
THE FIRM OF J, C. KERSHAW & CO. MAKE AN 
ASSIGNMENT. 

CuicaGo, June 23.—The suspension of J. 
C. Kershaw & Co., one of the heaviest grain ex- 
porting firms on the Board of Trade, was posted 
on ’Change this morning, creating for a 
tume considerable excitement, a large part of 
which was allayed on the announcement that 
all claims against the firm would be paid in full. 
The precaution had been taken to cover in the 
outstanding trades, preventing aslaughter. It 


is estimated that instead of the brokers losing 
by the failure the turn of the markets will bring 
them in debt to the firm between $25,0U0 
and $30,000. As to the assets and liabili- 
ties Mr. Kershaw was unable to make a 
statement when called upon, but said he 
would know how he stood in a day or two. 
The cause of the suspension ‘is said to date back 
to the time when the Youngs unloaded their 
wheat, some weeks ago, on an intimation from 
Milwaukee that it was time to stand trom-under, 
Other firms on the sume side of the market did 
not catch the drift soon enough to save 
themselves and lost heavily. Much of the 
loss wus om account of customers who 
have not reimbursed the firms from _in- 
ability or other reasons. Among _ these 
firms C. J. Kershaw & Oo. are said to have suf- 
ferei the most severely, which, together 
with some iosses on stocks, at about the 
same time, swept away tbe major portion 
of the capital on which they have been 
operating. Some of the notes given at 
the time of suspension, two years ago, have also 
had to be cared tor, cutting still ceeper into the 
tirm’s capital. Mr. Kershaw has a long ana hon- 
orabie record on the board here and at Milwau- 
kee, mainly as an exporter of grain. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 23.—The news of 
C. I. Kershaw & Co.’s failure caused considerab!e 
excitement here. It was generully understood 
that Mr. Kershaw had been short on wheat, 
both in Chicago and Milwaukee. and therefore 
no onein the wheat trade in either city would 
lose by his trouble. The latter, it was said, was 
caused by the decline in St. Paul stock, a large 
block of which Mr. Kershaw had purchased at 
99,the present price being 1n the neighborhood 
of 60. 

For more than a quarter of a century past C. 
J. Kershaw has been one of the most conspicu- 
ous figures In the grain trade of Milwaukee, and 
has, like most men in that business experienced 
sharp fiuctuations of fortune. J. F. Hill, Mr. Ker- 
shaw’s present partner inthe grain commission 
business in Milwaukee, has been in the house for 
16 or 17 years, during which time the business has 
been conducted under the present tirm name, C. 
J. Kershaw & Co. The house has, during a large 
portion of that time, been the most extensive 
shippers of grain in the Milwaukee market. For 
upward of 10 years past the firm has had a branch 
house in Chicago, and during the past three years 
Mr. Kershaw has spent most of his time 
in that city. In 1882, in connection with 
PrP. D. Armour, of Chicago, Mr. Kershaw 
ran a wheat corner in Chicago, St. Louis, and 
New-York. The corner proved disastrous to its 
originators. Nobody ever knew how much they 
lost, but the amount must have been enormous, 
It is the general impression among those in the 
best position to know that Mr. Kershaw’'s pres- 
ent trouble is traceable primarily to thut disas- 
ter. Energetic and versatile to a remarkable de- 
gree asa business man, Mr. Kershaw has had 
many irons in the fire. He has been largely in- 
terested in pine lands, railroad stock. andelevator 
stock. He was one of the originators of the 
Cream City Street Railway Company, and 
had at one time a large amount in the 
stock of that corporation. The firms in 
this city in which Mr. Kershaw is at present in- 
terested are: C. J. Kershaw & Co., (Charles J. Ker- 
shaw and Joseph F. Hill,) commission merchants; 


Kershaw,) salt, cement, &c.; C. Manegold, Jr., & 
Co., (C. Manegold, Jr., and Charles J. Kershaw,) 

roprietors North-western Marine Elevator; C. J. 

ershaw & Co,, (C. J. Kershaw & Co. and C. Mane- 
gold & Co.,) lumber-dealers. The failure, it is 
said, will have no effect on any of the Milwaukee 
houses. On ’Change it is gossiped that the failure 
wili amount to $300.00 or $400,000. Kut no figures 
or statements have as yet been received in this 
city. The wheat market broke over 1 cent on 
the failure, and July options sold all the way 
down to 854 cents, the lowest notch touched in 
years.

THE HOCKING VALLEY MINERS’ STRIKE. 

CoLumBus, June 23.—Advices from the 
Hocking Valley coal region are to the effect that 
nearly all the miners have quit work because of 
the'reduction of 10 cents per ton, Ihe Rend mines 


are still being worked, 70 cents, the amount de- 
manded, being paid. There has been no suspen- 
sion of work in the Sunday Creek Valley as yet, 
as no reduction has been made. Thirty detectives 
have arrived here from Chicago for the purpose 
of going into the Hocking Valley to protect 
property in the event any outbreak should take 
place or property be threatened. The men are 
in charge of two officers and are armed and uni- 
formed. Thus far the best of order has pre- 
vailed. About 2,500 men are idle.

IN THE POLITICAL CAMPS 


CLEVELAND'S NOMINATION SAID 
TO BE ASSURED. 

THE DEMOCRATS IN WASHINGTON CONFIDENT 
OF THE GOVERNOR’S SUCCESS—SECRE- 
TARY CHANDLER ON THE SITUATION, 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The talk for 
Cleveland, which had become very enthusiastic 
just after the State Convention, to be set back 
by a few unfavorable dispatches, has again be- 
come confident. Pictures of the Governor are 
being set up in offices and bought by Democrats, 
who regard him as just as good as nominated, 
and are frequently found decorated with the 
caption “The next President.” -The expecta- 
tion was, until Cleveland was brought for- 
ward just after Tilden’s declination, that 
the Chicago Convention would be a dull meet- 
ing, brought together simply to nominate Tilden 
by acclamation. Democrats are now inclined to 
think that so far as the candidate is concerned 
there will be practically no opposition to Cleve« 
land. The opposition of Tammany Hall to Cleve- 
land’s nomination is talked of as simply ex- 
pressed for the purpose of compelling Gov. 
Cleveland to come to an understanding with 
Kelly, by which he isto be allowed to‘have his 
own way in New-York City politics. The Tam- 
many opposition really strengthens Cleveland in 
the estimation of Democrats from other States, 
who persist in regarding Mr. Kelly as simply a 
mischief-maker, ready to sacrifice the Demo- 
cratic Party to his own political purposes. 

The opponents of Cieveland here jump from 
McDonald to Bayard, from Bayard to Randall, 
and from Randall to Payne, seeking everywhere 
to divert the tide from Cleveland. A Tennessee 


Democrat says that, in order to harmonize the 
party, it will be necessary to nominate Randall 
and Morrison, as the representatives of both the 
presecnitn and revenue refornt factions. Mr. 
iolman, who was for Tilden, says it looks to 
him as if Cleveland would be ncminated. If that 
is to be the case, he says, there must be @ 
soldier on the ticket. .He says there is a 
good deal of talk about Morrison or Gov. 
Palmer, of Illinois. ‘‘ We have got to look out 
for the votes in our party of two elements. 
neither of which Goy. Cleveland represents. I 
refer to the soldier element and the anti-monop- 
oly element. I think that Gov. Palmer, more 
than any man we have, would be acceptable to 
the former. { know that in Indiana the men 
who were in the army and who vote the Demo-~ 
cratic ticket have an organization of their own, 
after the manner of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. No man in our party would be more ac- 
ceptable to the soldier element than Palmer.” 

lt is altogether probable that the ‘** bloody 
shirt” is to be waved inthe campaign. Secre- 
tary Chandler, after talking very moderately 
to-day about the attitude of the bolting Repub- 
licans, intimated that the issue was notto be 
the personal character of candidates. ** The peo- 
ple,” he said, “will be asked to think 
whether it is yet time to hand the Govy- 
ernment over to the confederate brigadiers.”’ 
When asked if this did not imply a lack 
of confidence in their loyal professions of 
the Southern people, he admitted that it did im- 
ply a lack of confidence. He said that the South 
might have accomplished a like result by coming 
over to the Republican Party in mass. “If it 
had done that I think [ should have been like the 
fellow who hada skittish mule which insisted 
upon putting its hind legs over the dashboard. 
I should have been inclined to say with him, ‘If 
you are going to get in I want to get out.’” 

The President has learned since the convention 
that the “ boys” from New-York spent most of 
their time in Chicago in loafing about and listen- 
ing to speeches in the Blaine head-quarters. He 
is convinced that the convention was badly man- 
aged, and that he was not ably supported. He 
has expressed the opinion to-day that New-York 
will name the Democratic candidate, and that 
the unit rule, which has become so unpopular in 
the Republican Party, will do the business for 
the New-York man. He believes that the Re- 
publicans will, in time, get over their aversion 
tor the now objectionable rule.

THE OHIO DEMOCRATIC SLATE., 
CLEVELAND AND HOADLY THE TICKET Si: 
LECTED BY THE MANAGERS. 5 

CoLtumBwus, June 23.—Most of the dele. 
gates to the Democratic State Convention, which 
will be held here to-morrow evening and Wednes- 
day, aye in the city this evening. From conver- 
sation with the leadersamong them it is apparent 
that the greatest effort is to be made to secure 
harmony. The nomination of a State ticket is 
lost sight of in the consideration of delegates to 
Chicago. The young Democracy, which carried 
the State two years ago, elected Gov. Hoadly 
last vear, and secured the election of 


the Hon. H. B. Payne to the. Senator- 
ship last Winter, will control the conven- 
tion. John R. McLean, Gilbert H. Barger, 
the younger Paynes, and the other leaders in the 
young Democracy bave decided upon a pro- 
gramme which, if carried out, is caiculated to 
make the influence of the Ohio delegation at 
Chicago felt. They propose to elect a delegation 
that will go to Chicago prepared to support Gov. 
Grover Cleveland, if the New-York delegation 
uniteson him, as is now confidently expected 
here. In case Cleveland is nominated the delega- 
tion will urge the nomination of Gov. George 
Hoadly, of Ohio, for Vice-President. 
Should Cleveland not receive New-York’s 
vote, or should it become appar- 
ent that he cannot be nominated, then 
the Ohio delegation will press the claims of the 
Hon. H. B. Payne for the Presidential nomina- 
tion, although he is virtually not a candidate so 
long as Cleveland has u prospect of success. It 
is probable that this programme can be carried 
out, although there will be 
thrown in its way by the friends of the Hon. 
Allen G. Thurman, who are not friendly toward 
Mr. Payne and still less so toward Gov. Hoadly, 
who, they claim, played traitor to Thurman at 
Cincinnati four years ago. They will, how- 
ever, be in the minority in the conven- 
tion, and although they may succeed in 
stirring up a hot tight, they are not likely to 
overturn the plans above given. The principal 
aim in electing the four delegates at large will 
be to have a representative of each faction of 
the Ohio Democracy on the delegation. Among 
the candidates are John R. McLean, Lieut.-Gov. 
Warwick, Congressman Jobn F. Follett, the Hon. 
Gilbert H. Barger, Jacob Mueller, and George 
W. Morgan, ail friends of H. B. Payne; Adjt.- 
Gen. E. B. Finlay and Edgar M. Johnson, who 
are Hoadly men, and several others. J. W. New- 
man,the present Secretary of State, will be re- 
nominated by acclamation. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 23.—The Cincin- 
nati delegation to the Columbus Convention 
elected this evening are for Hoadly or Payne for 
second place, according as circumstances may 
dictate when the National Convention assembles. 
There is a distinct understanding on that point 
between the delegates who would naturally 
be for Hoadly and those who favor Payne, 
and they are working together and having their 
own way. The Hoadly men expect Payne to be 
gracious about the matter and give Gov. Hoadly 
a clear field if circumstances favor him. The 
choice for first place is Cleveland. If he should 
fail to develop the strength in the convention 
which it is now expected he will, the Ohio men 
will put forward their candidate for first place. 


INDIANA DEMOCRATS. 
THE SLATE SELECTED BY THE MANAGERQ 
FOR THE CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 23.—There is 
not so much interest attaching to the Demo. 
cratic State Convention on Wednesday as was 
manifest overthe Republican gathering of last 
week, and the indications are that the attend. 
ance of delegates will not be as large, although 
the membership is about thesame. The reasons 
for this are several, two being sufficientto fuil 
account forit. The preliminary canvass has  j 
most certainly settled the fact that ex-Gov. 
Isaac P. Gray will be nominated to head the 
ticket, especially since the failure of the scheme 
to place ex-Gov.

SHOOTING AN INOFFENSIVE MAN BECAUSE 


HE WOULD NOT FIGHT. 

The police of the Sixth Precinct were 
fast night making a search for Simon Galligan, a 
desparado who had wantonly shot and danger- 
ously injured Jeremiah Sullivan, an inoffensive 
hod-carrier. Jeremiah lived with Dennis a 
younger brother, at No. 478 Pearl-street. They 
are natives of County Kerry, Ireland, and 
have been in New-York four years. On 
Sunday Galligan, who has the  reputa- 
tion of a fighter, and who, the police 
say, has pever worked, but has been supported 
by his father, a car painter, taunted Dennis, who 
is a brass polisher, and a tall, active young man, 
on the stoop of No. 478 Pearl-street. Dennis 
kept his temper and refused to fight until Gal- 
gan caught hold of him and threw him down. 
Then Dennis retaliated by throwing Galligan 
down. Galliganas he rose drew and cocked a 
revolver, and fired three shots without effect. 
Dennis made no complaint to the police. 

At 9:30 o’clock last night Jeremiah Sullivan 
and several friends were setting on a fruit-stand 
at Worth and Centre streets, when Galligan, 
“ Jack” O’Brien, a lisher; &2 man known as 
“ Doc,” and Thomas Lynch, a printer, walked up 
to them. O’Brien, addressing Jeremiah, said: 
“Sullivan, if you're as a man as your 
brother, get down off that box and tight.” Sulli- 
van remained seated, and “Doc” searched 
for a_ stone, while Galligan produced 
his ever read revolyer and fired 
three shots at Sullivan. The first shot entered 
the front of his throat. Galligan and his com- 

anions fled, and at the Elizabeth-street station- 

ouse an ambulance su n from the New-York 
Hospital bound | Sullivan’s wound and took 
him away. Michael Moriarty, one of Sullivan's 
friends, who ran away when the shots were fired, 
was caught and detained as a witness. Galligan 
last lived at No. 485 Pearl-street, but could not 
be found there last night.

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES AT 
YALE COLLEGE. 

THE PRIZES AWARDED AND THE NAMES OF 
THE STUDENTS WHO WON THEM—THE 
SENIORS PROMENADE. 

New-Haven, Oonn., June 23.—Com- 
mencement week at Yale began this morning 
with the presentation exercises in Battell 
Chapel. At 11 o’clock the Seniors formed 
in line in front of Old South College 
and, headed by a brass band, marched 
to the chapel, where President Porter offered 
prayer. Edward Wells, Jr., of Peekskill, de- 
livered the class poem entitled “A Puritan 
Idyl,” and Henry M. Wolf, of Chicago, read the 
class oration. Mr. Wolf’s subject was ** The De- 
mand for the Practical.” He attempted to show 
that Old World critics were wrong when they 
asserted that Americans were undermin- 
ing not only their own advancement, but 
that of Europe; that the greatest culture has its 
origin in the greatest material prosperity, and 
that the practical is not the cause of decline, 
but the means to the Iloftiest ends.

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OUR RELATIONS WITH TURKEY.

GEN. LEW WALLACE SETS AT REST SOME 
FALSE REPORTS AND RUMORS. 

Gen. Lew Wallace, United States Minis- 
ter to Turkey, in a glossy black suit, a long black 
silk necktie, and an exceedingly tanned com- 
plexion, arrived yesterday by the Gallia, and 
went immediately to the St. Denis Hotel. His 
reason for selecting that house, as hd afterward 
explained, was because he saw it advertised pan- 
cakes, sweet butter, and milk. Gen. Wallace was 


pining for these dainties, not having been in his 

native country for three jong Fema He conse- 

ones ~ eae his craving within an hour after 
is arrival. 

When a TIMES ~ oy at the hotel Gen. 
Wallace was seated in the writing-room, with 
ay paper, and ink before bim. “I’ve come 

rom a jand,” he said, ** which is, as far as Amer- 
ica is concerned, in an excellent condition. 
Everything is just as satisfactory as could be ex- 
pected, all things considered. Of course, there 
are some questions pending between the Turkish 
Government and ours which [am not at liberty 
to speak of.”’ 

‘Was there not some difficulty with regard to 
the American ships entering Constantinople by 
the Dardanelles ?” 

“I’m glad you ask me that 
Gen. Wallace, ‘*as I should like to set things 
straight on that score. Now listen. Admiral 
Baldwin telegraphed me from Smyrna, statin 
that he was under instructions to come wit 
his flag-ship to Cons antinople if that was 
agreeable to the Turkish authorities, I replied 
to nim that his flag-ship was at liberty to come 
up. He then suggested that a permit be asked 
in behalf of the patsertace. hat uest I 
duly sent in to the Porte. For reasons of its own 
the Porte delayed action upon it until the Ad- 
miral arrived at the Dardanelles with his ships. 
I then went to the palace and asked the Sultan 
to allow the ships to come in, and he directed 
that orders should be immediately given for 
the entry of the vessels. He not only did that, 
but when notified that the Admiral was at Con- 
stantinople he sent him an invitation to come to 
the palace, asked him to dinner, and made him 
completely happy. Needless to say the Admiral 
accepted everything in the spirit in which it was 
offered. The Suitan,I may say, is a man of 
princely generosity.” 

“ Did you know what rumors were afloat on 
the subject you have just explained ?”’ 

“Yes, I am sorry to say I did. fAs to 
all the inane reports o threats made 
by the Admiral tothe effect that he would 
force his way through the Darda- 
nelles, they were utterly groundless. There was 
no occasion for such action. The Sultan received 
the Admiral with every mark of honor and dis- 
— as he receives all Americans of reputa- 

on.”’ 

“Was there not some difficulty between your- 
self and the Porte?” 

“Rumors again, my dear Sir, or perhaps I 
might say exaggerated reports. The whole af- 
fair in a nutshell is simply this: Two Americans 
traveling in one of the infant provinces were 
waylaid and beaten with clubs. One of them re- 
ceived 10 cuts from asword. They were dragged 
into the bushes and left to die. They, however, 
recovered consciousness. One of them was a 
doctor and dressed his own wounds, took care of 
his companion, and managed to drag himself 
to a neighboring village. As soon as I 
was informed of it made a demand 
that the assassins be arrested, tried, and pun- 
ished. I got no satisfaction from the Porte for a 
long time. In the course of my demands I had 
occasion to visit the Grand Vizier, who declined 
tosee me. When I insisted, he appointed an in- 
terview with me, which duly took place. There 
was some debate between us, but it ended most 
amicably. It was reported that he had demand- 
ed my recall. Ideny the report in toto. There 
is not a word of truth init. The question, how- 
ever, is still pending, and I have had no satisfac- 
tion as regards the arrest of the assassins.”’ 

“Do you attribute that fact to any lack of 
justice in Turkey?” 

“Oh, I really would not like to say. Iam very 
glad that the President and Secretary of State 
supported me so thoroughly, and I think theaf- 
fair will be meg | settled to my satisfaction.” 

“What about the petroleum difficulty, con- 
cerning which we have had reports?” 

** I decline to speak a word on the subject. It 
isa very nice point, andI do not think Iam at 
liberty to discuss it.” 

** Was your visit here occasioned by any polit- 
ical errand ?” 

‘My dear Sir, do for goodness sake allow moe 
to visit my native land for pleasure once in three 
years,” remarked Gen. Wallace smiling. “ 1 as- 
sure you that isthe only object I have in view— 
personal amusement. My wife is here with me, 
and I have a leave of absence of two months. I 
go to Washington to-morrow, so as not to lose 
any time, you see.” . 

* Might I ask if ony of your recent literary 
labors will be brought hefore the public?” 

* Dear me!” remarkeithe Generalin a per- 
plexed tone, “I don’t know what totell you. 
Well, see here. Perhaps—I say nothing definite— 
Iam preparing some work for the eos It is 
not a novel, not ‘a diplomatic: sketch, not a his- 
torical review.

Mr. Noyes, who 
has been the attorney of the firm, said 
that they had some aper coming due 
to-day that they coul not meet, and 
that they had madean assignment to prevent 
one creditor from taking advantage of another. 
It was not known, he said, until this morning that 
they would be compelled to take the step, as they 
had sent telegrams to a large creditor in the 
East asking for more time, and they had ex- 

ected up to the yery last that the time would 

granted; but they had finally received a 
telegram stating that the request could not be 
complied with. They then hurried into 
court and filed the necessary papers to 
protect their other creditors. Mr. Noyes 
said that it was not easy to_ give 
accurate figures as yet, but from what he was 
able to learn the debts of the firm would 
amount to about $110,000, while the 
assets were not less than $180,000, ana 
they would perhaps amount to as much 
as $200,000. The company went into 
bankruptcy some years ago, and he thinks 
it has been crippled by efforts to pay 
the amount due after the compromise, 
which amounted to 56 cents on the dollar. Re- 
cently they lost about $10,000 in the Fisk failure 
of Racine. He thought the firm would beable to 
effect a settlement and continue business.

THE COLUMBUS MANAGERS ARRESTED— 
PROPOSED RETALIATORY ACTION. 

Cotumsus, June 23.—The Law and Order 
League, which caused the arrest of the Columbus 
and Brooklyn base-ball players yesterday, claim 
that they have sufficient financial backing, and 
will prosecute in due time all Sabbath-breakers 
and close the saloons, beer gurdens, and pool- 
rooms. -To-day the President and Directors of 
the Columbus Club were arrested and appeared 
before Justice Fritchey. Mr. Ciiittenden, the 
President, demanded an immediate trial, but the 
prosecution was not ready and urged a post- 
ponement because of previous engagements of 
the counsel for the Law and Order Com- 
mittee.

CAESAR RODNEY’S SUICIDE. 


FEARS OF FINANCIAL TROUBLE AND ILL 
HEALTH THE CAUSE. 

WILMINGTON, Del., June 23.—Cesar A. 
Rodney, President of the Vulcanized Fibre 
Company, of this city, committed suicide 
at an early hour this morning. He 
had been very ill and was delirious from 
typhoid fever and was just beginning to 
go out again. After returning from a drive on 
Saturday he excused himself from a party of 
friends for a few minutes. As a long time 
elapsed and he did not return, his friends 
began to look for him. A close search of 


the premises and neighborhood failed to reveal 
his whereabouts. Late in the afternoon he 
was found wandering in a distant part of 
the city. This circumstance was kept 
as quiet as possible, and was but a 
natural result of the fever, from the effects 
of which he had not fully recovered. His friends 
hoped that with close and careful watching he 
would be prevented from harming himself. Last 
evening Mr.Rodney entertained several friends. 
Toward midnight,as was supposed, he retired to his 
room to sieep. No alarm was felt regarding 
him until 10 o’clock this morning, when it 
was discovered that he was not in his room, and 
upon further search a room in the attic was 
found to be locked. Looking through the onen- 
ing in the door Mr. Rodney was seen lying 
upon the floor within. Friends were sent for, the 
door was broken open, and he was found dead, 
lying on the floor in his night-dress with a bullet- 
hole in his bréast, and a Smith & Wesson revolver 
by his side. Life had evidently been extinct for 
sometime. The report of the revolver was not 
heard. Mr. Rodney’s mind had been disturbed 
for the last ten days, without taking the 
form of absolute derangement, but sufficiently 
disturbed to give his friends great: uneasiness. 
The principal subject upon which his thoughts 
ran was an apprehension of financial troubles, 
an apprebension for which there was no real 
ground whatever. He was unm rried, and lived 
in the old Cool Spring Homestead. His 
great-grandfather was a brother of Cresar Rod- 
ney. one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. The deceased was in his 
forty-third vear. By an actof the Legislature 
of 1888, creating a Board of Water Commission- 
ers for the city of Wilmington, Mr. Rodney was 
named as one of the Commissioners.

KILLED BY A BULLY’'S BLOW, 

BiNGHAMTON, June 23.—The tragic event 
at Deposit last Saturday night, resulting in 
theJ death of Allen McClure, excites a deep 
interest all over the county, and es- 
pecially at Deposit, where the victim 
was well known as a hard-working citizen, 
although one who sometimes arank. The singu- 


lar manner of his death from a blow given 
with the fist also adds interest to the 
affair, and many yet believe that the blow 
was struck with something else than the 
bare hand. McClure was a man 40 years old, 
having a family of two children, aged 14 and 
16 years, and a wife who is now hardly alive. 
She was about to be confined, and the shock 
resuiting from the death of her husband 
threw er into spasms from which she 
will never recover. surgical examination re- 
vealed the fact that McClure died from the 
bursting of a blood vessel at the base of the brain, 
caused by the force of the blow on the chin, 
and that the spinal column was not broken. 
District Attorney Curtis, of Binghamton, as- 
sisted by C. T. Alverson and Justice Beebe, 
conducted the Coroner's inquest this after- 
noon with the following asa jury: Willfam L. 
Ford, Charles K. Brown, Sliter D. Smith, E. 
P. Ward, John M. Smith, and Daniel Walling. 
The following verdict was rendered: ‘That 
Allen McClure came to his death by 
blow or blows inflicted by Jamas Wilsey, and 
that the said blows were inflicted without 
motive or excusable cause, and in a brutal and 
inhuman manner.” The funeral of McClure will 
be held on Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock at Mc- 
Clure settlement, his former home. The witnesses 
of the affair are in confinement, ani what their 
evidence will show is anxiously awaited. Mc- 
Clure’s murderer was a wandering bruiser, 
gambler, and general outlaw. He has been in 
rows before in which he came near killing his 
man. He awaits the course of events coolly, talks 
freely, and appears perfectly at ease.

TWO MURDERERS CONVICTED. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 23.—Two more of 
the murderers who werethe cause of the riot a 
few weeks ago were convicted to-day. They were 
Joseph Palmer and Emil Trumpiter. Palmer 
was found guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and Trumpiter of murder in the second degree. 
Palmer was the accomplice of Berner in the 
murder of W. H. Kirk. It was the verdict of 
manslaughter in the Berner case that caused the 
excitement and so much indignation just before 
the riot. The case against Berner was the 
strongest, and for that reason he was tried first. 
The change which has been brought about 
in criminal procedure is well shown by the 
fact that Berner’s accomplice, Palmer, was 
found guilty of murder in the first degree, upon 
the first ballot taken by the jury after retiring. 
One of the jurors remarked after the verdict 
had been returned that it Berner had been tried 
before them they would have found him guilty 
of murder in the first degree without leaving 
their seats. Thetrial of John B. Hoffman, who 
murdered his son, will be begun to-morrow, and 
that of Patrick Hartnet, who murdered his 
wife, the last of the week. Atthe present rate 
vf procedure the list of murderers egg 
trial will soon be disposed of. The Berner tria 
dragged along’for nearly six weeks, while the 
Palmer trial was rushed through in five days.

KILLED IN A OOLLIERY.

SUBSTANCE OF A CABLE MESSAGE TO DR. 
JOHN C. WATERS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 23.—Dr. John O.

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A NOTED THIEF CAPTURED—ANOTHER SUF 
RENDERS AFTER GREAT SUFFERING. 

HORNELLSVILLE, June 23.—A number of 
burglaries were committed in the town of Dav- 
enport, Delaware County, recently. John Ruff, 
a suspicious person, was suspected of being con- 
cernedin them. A warrant was issued for his 
arrest, and he fied before it-could be served. Last 
week it waslearned that he was in Allegany 
County, a few miles from this village. Deputy 
Sheriff McDonald, of Delaware County, went to 
the place and arrested him. The train on 


which the officer was taking his prisoner 
east stopped at this station on Thursday. 
The prisoner was handcuffed, and while the train 
was standing st the station McDonald stepped 
out and walked up and down the piatform. 
When he re-entered the car his prisoner was no- 
where to beseen. A search of the village and 
neighborhood failed to reveal any trace of him, 
and the officer returned to Delaware County 
alone. Saturday morning a man, haggard and 
hardly able to walk, dragged himself into Jus- 
tice Hamilton’s office, in Alfred, Allegany 
County. He said he wasthe escaped prisoner. 
Ruff, and he wanted to be arrested. Parties un- 
known to him, he said, had aided him inthe 
Erie yard at Hornelisville, after his escape from 
the train, by breaking the chain connecting 
his handcuffs, but in attempting to break the 
irons from his wrists they had driven them into 
his flesh by their blows without succeeding im 
breaking the bands. He made his way to the 
woods. He suffered intensely from the injury to 
his wrists, which began to swell. He wandered 
about in the woods from Thursday until Satur- 
oF morning without anything to eat, and un- 
able to sleep from the pain in his wrists. His 
sufferings were then so great that he surrendered 
himself to gain relief. His wrists had swollen 
until the iron bands were partially buried in the 
flesh. Justice Hamilton was obliged to take him 
six miles to have a blacksmith remove the irons. 
Ruff is now in jail at this place awaiting the 
arrival of a Delaware County officer. 

Two years ago several during burglarics were 
committed in the town of Manie, Broome County. 
The burglars were discovered in the persons of

On the 29th of May last burglars entered 
the Farnsworth residence, in this village, and 
valuable property was stolen. The burglars 
escaped. On the night of June 15 the 
residence of Mr. E. C. Smith, in Binghamton 
was broken into and robbed of $500 worth o 
jewelry. Last Wednesday three suspicious per- 
sons were seen lurking about this village. An 
officer in endeavgring to arrest them was fired 
upon, and two oP the men escaped. The third 
was captured. Hesaid his name was Carter. A 
large amount of valuable jeweiry was found in 
his possession. He refused to give any account 
of himself. Some of the jewelry answered the 
description of articles stolen from Mrs. Smith in 
Binghamton. Sheriff Black was notified. He 
came here Saturday. When he came face to face 
with Carter the Sheriff recognized him at once as 
the long-sought ** Babe” Johnson. Johnson was 
also identified by Hornellsvilie children as a man 
who asked them, the day before the Farnsworth 
burglary was committed, where the house wag, 
and questioned them in regard to the family. 
Johnson was taken to Broome County by Sheriff 
Black. Itis now believed that Johnson and his 
companions were the burglars who robbed the 
Hon. C. C. B. Walker's residence in Corning of 
$5,000 worth of diamonds a few weeks ago. 


ScRANTON, Penn., June 23.—No fewer 
than a dozen burglaries have been committed in 
and about Scranton within the past few nights, 
and the people are considerably worked up be- 
cause of the boldness with which the marauders 
ply their calling. Last night two dwellings were 
broken into, one in Hyde Park, and the other 
within a stone’s throw of the County Court- 
house, in the heart of the city. The last named 
is the residence of the Rev. Dr. Logan, Pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church.

MRS. STANTON’S DEATH. 


KNOCKED DOWN BY A CAR CONDUCTOR ANB 
FATALLY INJURED. 

Mrs. Catherine Stanton, 50 years old 
of No. 590 Second-avenue, who kept a fruit 
store next door to her house, was supposed to 
have died on Saturday from concussion of the 
brain, caused by an accidental fall. An investi- 


gation by Deputy Coroner Messemer, however, 
showed that during an altercation between 
the conductor and driver of a _ Second- 
avenue car she had been thrown on the 
street and so injured that death ensued 
soon after. William Burke, of No. 336 East 
Thirty-sixth-street, told a Times reporter last 
evening that he was standing near Mrs. Stanton 
when a Second-avenue car, bound down town, 
camealongat about7:15 P. M. and stopped. The 
conductor and driver put a passenger off, and 
were kicking him, when Mrs. Stanton ran for- 
ward and, protesting, said, ** Don’t kill the man.” 
The conductor thereupon pusbed her, exclaim- 
ing, ‘*Get away out of here!” and she fell over 
backward, striking the back of her head on the 
pavement. She was immediately moved to the 
sidewalk and placed on a chair, but she died a 
few moments afterward. Burke said the con- 
ductor was of medium height and had a gray 
mustache. Atthe home of Mrs. Stanton it was 
stated that the conductor’s name had been ob- 
tained, but would not be divulged until the in- 
quest. Mrs. Stanton leavesthree children. Her 
husband is a fruit-peddler.

ow, what do these men mean? What is the 
real question? What obligation do I assume by 
acting witha pare or sitting in a convention?

e deliberate judgment of a majority, or in 
some cases the whole, of a party? When I en- 
tera convention do I impliedly to any extent 
or in any sense agree to give up my right of in- 
dividual judgment? Especially do I agree to 
surrender my right to judge of the moral fitness 
of a candidate? Look at the necessary conse- 
quences of the doctrine which forbids a man to 
bolt a candidate nominated in accordance with 
the rules of the party. Suppose Dorsey and ex- 
Gov. Moses had been regularly nominated, with 
as scrupulous a regard to all the rules and 
proprieties as Mr. Phelps claims for the last Chi- 

o Convention! Suppose,in order to meet the 
claim of Dr. Armitage, that no members had pro- 
tested or announced their intention to bolt these 
nominations during the conyention! I should 
like to know what the Rev. Dr. Armi or 
John Sherman or Senator Hawley would say 
ought to be done in such acase. Of course, Iam 
bound to believe each of them would refuse to 
support such nominations. But why? By the 
supposition Dorsey and Moses were fairly and 
regularly nominated, and the conventior ad- 

ourned without any protest. The answer must 

. It isnotthe duty of any man under any cir- 
cumstances to support such candidates, be- 
cause they are personally dishonest and unfit. So 
then, after ail, there is a plain, unquestioned 
limit to our obligation to support party nomina- 
tions, a limit which lies in the very nature of 
moral duty, a limit the denial of which is the 
denial of mora] distinctions. 

Now, apply this rule to the nominations of 
Blaine and Logan. Some men think, apparently 
a@ good many, upon open and intelligible evi- 
dence, that the first of these candidates is both 

ersonally dishonest and unfit.,and that the second 

atleast unfit. If such is their conviction, what 
is their duty? Plainly, to refuse to support 
them. And what is Dr. Armitage’s duty? Plain- 
ly, if he can, to convince these men that, upon 
the evidence, they are mistaken in regarding the 
candidates as dishonest and unfit. But neither 
Dr. Armitage nor the politicians who filled the 
Washington air with big words and withering 
sneers have a single word to suy on this point. 
I can assure Dr. Armitage and the Washington 
politicians that we bolters would like to hear 
them on the subject of Biaine’s letters to Fisher 
and the Mulligan incident. If convinced that 
Blaine is honest and fit, I ror one wiil recall all 
my disapproval and heartily support him, but 
please do not stop with mere denunciations or 
speers at us as ** bolters.”’ 

The truth is, the pressure against bolting is or- 
dinarily too great. Menare too often deterred 
by timidity, interest, or deference to others from 
asserting their right and doing their duty by 
bolting. A party is in its decline when the bond 
that attaches its members is any other than the 
mora! confidence which its principles and candi- 
dates command.

THE TRAGEDY ATMONTROSE 


; —_—--s _ 
RECALLING THE ROMANTIC HIs- 
TORY OF EDITH MAY. 

A ONCE POPULAR WRITER WHO STILL 
LANGUISHES IN AN INSANE ASYLUM— 
THE AUTHOR OF ‘‘ THEODORA.” 

MonTROSE, Penn., June 23.—The tragedy 

\ that recently startled this usually quiet ‘moun- 

,tain city vividly recalls a once familiar face that 

disappeared from these romantic scenes more 

than a dozen yearsago. When Joe Drinker shot 

.W. H. Cooper, the banker, a few days since on 

the street, he assigned as his reason for tho rash 

act the fact that Cooper did not use his infiu- 

‘ence to prevent the incarceration of the assas- 

sin’s sister, Anna, in an insane asylum, where 

she had been placed some 80 years back. Anna 

Drinker, 25 or 30 years:ago, gave promise of a 

brilliant literary career by her writings under 

the nom de plume “ Edith May.” In those days 

Northern Pennsylvania seemed little better than 

a wilderness to the dwellers in the large cities, 

and while few lovers of literature knew any- 

thing of Montrose, the readers of the Home 

Journal, then edited by the poets N. P. Willis 

and George P. Morris, soon became familiar with 

the writings of “ Edith May,” ‘and sufficiently 
interested in the writer to ascertain that her real 
name was Anna Drinker, the descendant of an 
ancient Philadelphia family originally belonging 
to the Society of Friends, and among the first to 
claim for civilization the.picturesque mountain 
slopes and sequestered vales of North-eastern 
Pennsylvania. Susquehanna County was little 
better than a wilderness when Miss‘Drinker be- 
gan to write, and the march of settlement and 
civilization had not driven from its deep and 
wooded valleys the wild deer and other game 
which attracted the footsteps of the hunter and 
furnished inspiration for the pen of the poet. 
Many of Miss Drinker'’s descriptive pieces were 


devoted to this charming region. Her poems 
were full of dramatic fire and iervor, and equaled 
in glowing imagery Campbell's * Gertrude of 
Wyoming.” She seized the rich materials at her 
band and made them the subject-of her sublime 
thoughts. Her writings were strong and strik- 
ing, and treated of love and adventure with 
more than womanly vigor. In the year 1853 a 
volume of her poems was published by Butler & 
Co., of Philadelphia. It was beautifully illus- 
trated by some of her artist friends, and con- 
tained a portrait of the author, copied 
from a sketch of her by William H. Furness, 
Jr., the son of the Rev. Dr. Furness and brother 
of Mrs. Wister, well known as the translator of 
“Gold Elsie’ and many other delightful German 
tales. This volume was introduced to the public 
by a brief preface written by N. P. Willis, who, 
after speaking pectioneny < her wonderfully 
strong and rhythmically autiful poem, ‘**Te 
Deum Laudamus,” said: ** Those who read this 
and the other poems will have had a star named 
to them for whose future place and shining they 
will look.” Hespoke truly, but unhappily the 
star soon disappeared from thegpctic firmament, 
and Anna Drinker became hopelessly insane. 
There were those, however, who cherished her 
memory tenderly, and among whom by slow de- 
grees spread the sorrowful tidings that from 
some ancestral source had been transmitted to 
her the fatal malady that is worse than death, 
because, while letting the body live it kills the 
mind. For her, therefore, seemed appropriate 
the lines of her own “* Guido Savella:” 

“Oh! the flame 
Burns Jow upon thealtar. Memory clasps 
Her blazoned missal, and the priest-like voice 
Of Reason dies in silence. There are heard 
No more amid her aisles fast crowding thoughts, 
No more the noble anthems of ber worship; 
And Guido’s sou) ts like some dim cathedral 
That keeps with faint, sweet light the hush of prayer 
After the prayer huth ecased; the breath of incense 
Burned upon shrines, the solemn deep vibrations 
Of music that falls trembling into stillness!” 

Tn 1874, long after the edition of 1853 had been 
out of print, a second edition was printed by 
James Miller, of New-York. This edition is also 
illustrated, and contains a number of Miss 
Drinker’s poems, written after the earlier vol- 
ume was issued. Among these is the charming 
and well-kaown poem entitled “i heodora,” in 
which occur the following lines: 

“ Since we know her for an angel, 
Bearing meck the common load, 
Let us call her Theodora, 
Gift of God!, 


“In her eyes are tranquil shadows 
Lofty thoughts alone can make, 
Like the darkness thrown by mountains 
O’er the lake. 


“No one marvels at her beauty, 
Blended with a perfect whole, 
Beauty seems the just expression 
Of her soul. 


“Be a theme however homely 
It is glorious at her will, 
Like a common air transficured 
By a master’s skill. 


“And her words, severely simple 
As a drapery, Grecian wrought, 
Show the clear symmetric outline 
Of ber thought.” 


Thesudden loss of Miss Drinker’s reason proved 
a great shock to her many friends and admir- 
ers, who felt thata brilliant future lay before 
her in the literary world. The act of her brother, 
Joseph Drinker, in shooting down Mr. Cooper, 
whom he blamed for not trying to keep Anna 
out of the insane asyium, recalls the story of her 
bright career and its ead ending, and many who 
read and admired the poems of “ Edith May” 
will learn with sorrow that the same subtle mal- 
ady that blighted her reason prompted her 
brother to attempt the murderous act which he 
thought necessary in order to avenge her. Mr. 
Cooper, the victim of the insane man’s bullets, 
was formerly the Executor of the Drinker estate 
and always took a friendly interest in the family.

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AFFAIRS IN CUBA. 


THE HEAVY DECLINE IN THE PREMIUM ON 
GOLD CAUSING UNEASINESS. 


Havana, June 19.—The present heavy 
decline in the premium on gold is considered by 
the commercial community as great a calamity 
as was the gradual rise in the premium which 
was initiated over six monthsago. It is argued 
that the rise was at least a true indication of the 
bankrupt condition into which commercial affairs 


had fallen, while the present sudden and heavy 
decline, at a iod when business is at a com- 
plete standstill, is but a fresh proof ot the rotten 
condition of financial affairs which allows a few 
moneyed men and those who are managing the 
litical affairs of the island as its representa- 
ives at Madrid to bring about such a heavy de- 
cline in gold by the news of mere promises of 
-reform. The publio do not yet know the charac- 
ter of the projected reforms, and upon their 
character alone their effectiveness will depend. 
Meanwhile those speculators who bought large 
amounts of currency when the premium on gold 
was at its height are now reaping a rich profit at 
the expense of the whole community, whose 
only circulating medium is the currency. It 
now appears from news received from Madrid 
that the Cuban representatives will have to be 
satisfied with the Cortes, merely authorizing the 
Ministers to introduce certain reforms in Cuba, 
thus leaving the real question fixing the reforms 
by law still an open one and Cuba in its old state 
of doubt and dismay. 

El Triunfo said a few days ago that it had in- 
formation of Aguero’s departure from the 
island, he having considered it best to give up 
his enterprise. None of the Oonservative or 
Government papers confirmed the news, and a 
dead silence is maintained about the whole 
Aguero affair. Ill-disposed wre: find this 
quite natural, as they say that Aguero, having 
served the purpose for which he was called, and 
the election being over itis quitea matter of 
course that he should leave the island again. It 
is believed that he will not venture tu return to 
the United States, nor would the Spanish Govy- 
ernment wish him to do so.

The Treasurer of the United States has re- 
ceived the first installment of one and two dollar 


notes, the printing of which has jos been completed 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. The amount 
received is small and will nct satisfy the demands al- 
ready made. It is expected that about $250,000 will be 
ready for issue by the end of the week. 


The Senate Committee on Appropriations,‘to 
which the joint resolution relating to final adjournment 


was referred, has not yet begun consideration of the 
subject. The fact, however, that the Sundry Civil bill 
reported by the House committee on Saturday does 
not contain certain features of general legisiation 
which were thought likely to form a part of it, simpli- 
fies the work of the Senate committee, and the opinion 
prevails to-day that the session will finally end about 
uly 5. 


The Senate Committee on Public Lands this 
morning voted to report favorably the bill providing 


for the forfeiture of the land grant to the Marquette, 
Houghton and Ontonagon Raliroad Company in Michi- 
gan, and to send to the courts for decision a!] questions 
regarding the rights of the company for road already 
constructed, as well as of homestead settlers, pre- 
emptors, and other claimants to portions of the lund.

The Secretary of the Treasury has rejected

dealers. Three bids were received—one from the 
great Falls Ice Company, at 46 cents per 100 unds;

per 100 pounds, and one from Rich & Co.. at 45 cents 
per 100 pounds. These are all local dealers. The Sec- 
retary has decided to call for proposals from outside 
ealers. 


The Court of Inguiry appointed to investigate

GEN. W. T. SHERMAN’S TRIBUTE TO -THE: 


MEMORY OF GEN. RANSOM. 

From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, June 21. 

The comrades of Ransom Post, No. 831, 
G. A. R., with ladies and friends assembled last 
‘evening at the hall corner of Easton and Gar- 
rison avenues, the special occasion being the 
presentation of a portrait of the late Gen. Ran- 
s0m by Gen. W. T. Sherman to the post named 
in honor of the dead hero. Henry Feuerbach, 
Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, 
called the assembly to order and introduced 


Gen. Sherman. After addressing the audi- 
ence the General turned toward a handsome- 
ly framed life-size picture of Gen. Thomas 

Ransom. Gen. erman then proceeded 
with a biographical sketch of the Kansoms, who, 
he said, were Green Mountain boy. Trueman 
Ransom, the father of Thomas, carved out his 
own fortune in the world of finance and mathe- 
matics, being considered in his day the finest 
military engineer in the United States. On Sept. 
18, 1847, he was killed in the Mexican war 
Thomas EB. Ransom was born Nov. 29, 1834, and 
was among the first to volunteer in the civil 
war, having — Company E, Eleventh Illinois 
Volunteers, in Chicago, April 30, 1861. He was 
with Grant at Shiloh, Fort Donaldson, and Vicks- 
burg, and it was at the latter place that the 
young soldier first attracted the General's 
attention by the bravery he displayed in a 
charge with his battalion. He was wounded 
four times during his service, the last time so 
severely that he to be sent to Chicago for 
treatment. Uvon his recovery, on rejoining his 
command, Aug. 8, 1864, he shortly afterward be- 
came commander of the Seventeenth Army 
Co but was taken sick while camped in front 
of Savannah. it becoming absolutely neces- 
sary to march, Gen. Ransom was carried on a 
litter*by four men who were relieved every hour. 
While they were carrying him Gen. Sherman 
rode alongside and joked Ransom about traveling 
in Oriental style, for the soldiers had erected a 
canopy of leaves to protect him from the burn- 
ingsun. On the night of Oct. 28, 1864, he died, 
his last words being: ** Asa soldier and a patriot 
I have triei to do my duty.” Gen. Sherman 
then paid tribute to the bravery and personal 
heroism of the deceased General, and gave the 
i over to the keeping of the members of 

nsom Post.

CHICAGO, June 23.—The number of Cattle re- 
ceived during yesterday and to-day was 5,800 head; 
same time last week, 4,567 head. Prices differed but 
slightly from those ruling at the close of last week. 
Without being specially firm, they were uniformly sus- 
tained. The supply was moderate, and had advices 
from the markets below held out some encouragement 
the yards would no doubt have been cleared at 
stronger rates, as there was a very full turnout 
of buyers and a general inclination to invest. But 
neither the Eastern nor the British markets wear a par- 
ticularly bright look just at present, and therefore 


shippers were constrained to move with caution. While 
there was not much snap to trade, about all the suitabie 
shipping lots were picked up during the day at $5 25@ 
$5 75 forcommon to good grassers, and at $6@36 85 
tor common to choice corn-fed Steers. ‘The quality was 
not very good, and few lots got above 60. 
The best made $6 85. Some good stillers went at 36 60 
and $6 80. Nebraska Steers reuched $6 65. For any- 
thing that shippers care to handle the market finished 
fairly firm. e supply of Cows, Bulls, and native 
butchers’ stock generally was small, and consequently 
prices remained firm, notwithstanding there was some- 
what restricted demand.

$4 70, the bulk going at 35 for common to fair 
grassers. R. Strahorn & Co. sold 50 loads at $4 10@$4 70. 
The Hogs received numbered 20,000 head. There was 
a firmer feeling at the opening than at the close of the 
market, but no very pronounced change was apparent 
atanytime. The early activity was largely specula- 
tive, and there were some sales atatrifie better than 
last week's Socmen, bet the gain was soon lost, and 
after 10 o’clock the prevaient feelitg was wenk.

While Congress is trying to suppress 
polygamy by devising new laws by means 
of which it will be possible to enforce old 
ones and to separate the Mormon Church 
from the Territorial Government of Utah 
the defiant polygamists are being rein- 
forced by thousands of converts secured 
by their missionaries in the Southern 
States and in Europe. The Arizona 
brought 505 of these converts to this city 
day before yesterday, and they are now 
on their way to Salt Lake City. Four-fifths 
of these misguided persons came from the 
Scandinavian peninsula. They were ac- 
companied by 26 Elders or missionaries, 
many of whom have been laboring in 
Europe for the lasttwo years. They had 
been more fortunate than their brother, 
Elder Smoot, who was expelled from 
Bavaria last week, just as he was making 
arrangements to send a ship-load of con- 
verts westward. If the bill recently passed 
by the Senate becomes a law, the Emigrat- 
ing Fund Company, which has supported 
these missionaries, will be dissolved by the 
courts, and its accumulated property will 
be devoted to the support of public 
schools, 





Gen, VIELE appeared yesterday to tes- 
tify in the examination before Judge 
BARRETT on the charges brought against 
the Park Commissioners. He is the only 
member of the board who has been sum- 
moned, we believe, though his associates 
were all impleaded with him in the 
charges. There can be no doubt that 
Commissioners OLLIFFE, CRIMMINS, and 
WALES are quite as anxious as Gen. VIELE 
to be heard in defense of the board’s 
methods, and it is to be hoped that the in- 
timation given last week that it might not 
be necessary to take the testimony of 
any other Commissioner than Gen. VIELE 
will not stand in the way of the issue of 
further summonses, The vital character- 
istic of the present Park Commission is 
that none of its members is willing to let 
any other member speak for him, or speak 
at all without prompt, and sometimes ve- 
hement, protest. Certainly it would be 
both unfair and distressing to the other 
three Commissioners to compel them to 
be represented against their will by Gen. 
VIELE alone. 


The companies which use electric wires 
seem to be making a very serious mistake. 
The law requires that ‘‘ hereafter” all such 
wires shall be placed under the surface, 
and that all wires and poles shall be re- 
moved from the surface of streets before 
Nov. 1, 1885. It seems that the companies 
are busily extending their systems under 
the pretext of making “repairs.” The 
new law does not expressly forbid the issue 
of permits for new poles, but its intent 
clearly is that no new poles are to be 
erected nor any new wires to be strung, 
giving the company some _ seventeen 
months in which to bury the wires 
already strung above ground. What it 
behooves the companies to do is to respect 
public opinion, which is strongly in favor of 
the new law, and not count either upon a 
repeal of the law or a failure to enforce it. 
If they do what they should do, they can 
no doubt devise a cheaper method of 
burying the wires than is now available. 
If they try to go on as they have done 
heretofore, until the limit of time set by 
the law is reached, there will no doubt be 
a temporary paralysis of telegraphic com- 
munication. The companies will charge 
this to the law, and take advantage of it 
to press fora repeal of thelaw. It will, 
however, be chargeable to their own fail- 
ure to make any effort toward a compli- 
ance with the law. The fact that the 
Edison Electric Light Company, being at 
liberty to string its wires overhead, pre- 
ferred, as a matter of safety, conven- 
ience, and true economy, to put tham un- 
der ground is a sufficient answer to the 
plea that a task is “‘ impossible” which 
the companies do not try to perform. 


BURDENS ON SHIPPING. 

The Dingley Shipping bill as it has passed 
the two houses of Congress removes a 
number of the petty exactions and burdens 
which have heretofore weighed upon the 
shipping interests of the country, but it is 
safe to predict that it will of itself do 
very little toward reviving those in- 
terests. As the laws have existed 
for some years it probably would 
not be profitable for any American ship- 
owner to, engage in the carrying trade, 
even if his vessels were furnished to 
him without. cost. The extra expense 
of the business imposed in various forms 
by the Government would offset the in- 
terest on the capital originally invested 
in ships by others, All sea-going vessels 
have until recently been subject to the 
full burden of local taxation, and are s0 
still except in this and one or two other 
States. No seaman, under the old law, 
could be discharged in a foreign port 
for any reason without payment 
of three months’ unearned wages. 
Masters of vessels were obliged to 
bring home any disabled or unemployed 
sailor that fell in his way in foreign parts, 
however distant, for a compensation of 
$10. Much trouble and expense were 
caused by the necessity of employing sea- 
men through a Commissioner and by the 
practice of paying advance wages in order 
to secure them. In foreign ports a variety 
of fees had to be paid for consular services, 
and the tonnage dues at American ports, 
amounting to 80 cents a ton per year, re- 
gardiess of the number of entries, were 
very burdensome. A hospital tax of 40 
cents a month for every seaman em- 
ployed was collected from the master 
or owner of every American vessel en- 
gaged in the foreign trade. Every indi- 
vidual ship-owner was subject to full lia- 
bility for the obligations incurrea by a. 


or 
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vessel. Feés had to be paid for shipping 
seamen on every trip, although their em- 
ployment might be continuous. Every 
American vessel was compelled to carry 
the mails, however unprofitable it might 
be at the rates paid, and no vessel could 
clear from any port without receiving 
them. 

Most of these burdens and exactions are 
removed by the law just passed, though 
some of them remain in a modified form. 
The three months’ extra wages are abol- 
ished, and one month’s wages are re- 
quired to be paid only in case the seaman 
has been injured in the ship’s service or 
cruelly treated or the voyage has been un- 
necessarily prolonged. Vacancies among 
the officers below rank of Captain may be 
filled at foreign ports with aliens instead 
of Americans, as formerly required. The 
amount paid for transporting sea- 
men is increased in the case of 
long voyages. The consular fees are 
entirely abolished as an_ exaction 
upon the vessels and are henceforth to be 
paid from the public Treasury. The ton- 
nage dues are modified and the hospital tax 
abolished. Limited liability is provided 
for and fees for reshipping seamen are 
done away with. Inspection fees for steam 
vessels are reduced from $25 to $10 for the 
first hundred tons, and after April 1 next 
no American vessel is to be compelled to 
carry the mails, though no additional 
compensation is provided for such as vol- 
untarily take them. 

The modification of the tonnage dues 
will afford but moderate relief, and it 
would have been well if American vessels 
had been relieved from them entirely. 
There is no good reason why an American 
vessel should pay a taxof 6 cents a ton for 
the privilege of entering an American port. 
This tax was first laid in 1862, as one 
of «the extraordinary means of rais- 
ing revenue in time of war, and it 
would have been wise to abolish it 
altogether, except in the case of foreign 
vessels from countries where countervail- 
ing dues are imposed. The office of Ship- 
ping Commissioner, with its fees for al- 
lowing masters of vessels to employ sail- 
ors, is one of doubtful utility, which is 
not found necessary in other countries. 
But much has been done toward freeing 
American ships from the trammels that 
made it expensive and vexatious to run 
them. Under the new law we shall have 
the opportunity to observe whether Amer- 
ican capital, with its many facilities for 
employment, will find it profitable to en- 
gage in the ocean carrying trade when it is 
limited to the American market for obtain- 
ing ships. So long as the materials used in 
ship-building cost more here than abroad 
and cannot be imported without payment 
of heavy duties, so long an American ship 
is likely to cost more than an English ship. 
So long as an American capitalist is com- 
pelled to pay a materially higher price for 
ships than a foreign capitalist he is not 
likely to buy them to compete with the 
foreigner in the carrying trade, unless 
there should be a lack of facilities for the 
profitable use of money in other enter- 
prises. There is no possible way of pro- 
tecting American industry on the seas 
against the competition of all the world. 


THE NEW-HAVEN PROTEST. 


The Republicans of New-Haven who re- 
ject BLAINE are strong in numbers, they 
form an important and influential part of 
the community in which they live, and 
they have the courage to say, with force 
and directness, what are the grounds upon 
which they make their protest against the 
nominations made at Chicago. 

Mr. BLAINeE’s organs and defenders can- 
not hide or explain away the significance of 
such a meeting as that over which Mr. 
SmmEON E. BALDWIN presided last night. 
No sneer, though it be the most elaborate 
in the world, will meet the requirements 
of the case. The idiotic cry of ‘free 
trade,” though all the organs, parrot- 
like, take it up and give it voice in 
their loudest and shrillest key, will 
not convince the minds of observing 
men that the speeches made in 
that crowded hall and the temper of 
those who filled it are to be satisfactorily 
accounted for by any theory of dissent in 
the matter of customs duties from the 
views entertained by Mr. BLAINE. 

It is from Mr. BLAINE himself that these 
Republicans dissent. The ‘‘ despicable 
platform” receives a share of this well- 
merited denunciation, but it is the ‘ dis- 
honored candidate” who stirs them to their 
deepest protests. It is on his account that 
they refuse to surrender their consciences 
to their party, and it is against BLAINE 
and LOGAN as representatives of all that is 
least desirable in ‘the Republican Party 
that they rebel. 

This in the State of Connecticut, in a 
State that some of the Blaine organs 
will hardly admit to be a doubtful one, 
will have a sobering effect upon all such 
supporters of the ticket as have not yet 
wholly lost the power to reason. 


NEW-YORK REFORM. 


The progress that has been made in the 
systematic reform of the civil service, 
State and municipal, in New-York, is sub- 
stantial and valuable, and should give 
courage to those who believe that a like 
reform throughout the country is the 
most important work the people of the 
United States now have before them. The 
definite purpose of the reform in this State 
has been the same as in the Federal serv- 
ice, and the various measures that have 
been matured in the latter, as in the 
former, were largely the result of the 
labors of the Reform Association of New- 
York. This association, in common with 
the supporters of the reform through- 
out the Union, includes in nearly equal 
numbers members of both political parties, 
and the end they have set for themselves 
is to secure the administration of the pub- 
lic business on business principles, and to 
free it as far as practicable from the in- 
fluence of party politics. At this mo- 
ment, when the most important issue in 
the national election is raised by the nom- 
ination of a man wedded to the lower 
methods of political action, and without 
any sincere attachment to reform ideas, 
it is interesting to trace what has actually 
been done and what remai=s to do. 

Tho civil ssrvice of the State of New- 
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York, including the canals and public 
works, the departments at Albany, the 
prisons, and the asylums, has been 
opened to competitive examination and 
closed to political or personal favorit- 
ism in appointments. With the exception 
of certain offices of special and well- 
defined responsibility, where there is little 
risk of bad selections, the great body of 
appointments to the State service must 
now be made from among those standing 
highest as the result of a simple but care- 
ful competitive examination, followed by 
probation. Not only is this the case, but 
any attempt on the part of any person to 
influence any appointment. by presenting 
party services or political indorse- 
ments is a good ground for rejection 
of the applicant. Any attempt to 
promote or hinder the chances of an ap- 
plicant is made a misdemeanor and is pun- 
ishable as such. This system is in the 
hands of acommission composed of the 
Hon. Joun Jay, President; Judge SCHOON- 
MAKER, and Mr. RicHMonp, aided by Col. 
Burt as chief examiner. These gentle- 
men, by great industry, firmness, sound 
judgment, and patient study of the serv- 
ice, have already brought the system to 
a high degree of efficiency, and, what is 
specially valuable, have established it in 
the approval and confidence of the peo- 
ple of the State wherever it is known. It 
is safe to say that it would be impossible 
now to obtain a popular vote in favor of 
returning to the old system. 

The change that has been provided for, 
and in part made, in the municipal serv- 
ice is of the same character, but will be 
much more extensive and important. 
The patronage of the city governments 
has for a long time been the source of 
great corruption, extravagance, and polit- 
ical demoralization. In this city it has 
not only kept the municipal business in a 
wretched condition, but it has gone far to 
render any honest political verdict ex- 
tremely difficult and often impossible: 
Under the law of last year, by the volun- 
tary action of the Mayors, the competi- 
tive system was introduced in parts of the 
service of New-York City, and more ex- 
tensively in Brooklyn and in Buffalo. It 
worked well. It was found that there 
was no serious practical difficulty in its 
application, and also that the more thor- 
oughly it was applied the more easily 
were the difficulties overcome and the 
more complete and satisfactory was 
the success attained. Encouraged by 
this result, the State Commission 
proposed that the system should be made 
compulsory in all cities having a popula- 
tion of 50,000 or over. This limitation 
was removed in the Legislature, not wholly 
with friendly intent, and the law was 
passed applying to the entire service of all 
cities, the efforts to exempt the Police and 
Fire Departments having failed. The 
Mayors of the various cities, with the 
aid of the commission, whose approval is 
necessary, are now engaged in maturing 
the necessary rules and regulations, which 
will go into effect on the 29th of August. 
After that date no appointment can be 
made to any position in the municipal 
service of any city in the State except as 
the result of examinations, unless specially 
exempted from such examinations by the 
rules. 

This is the practical beginning of reform 
in the vast and complex civil service of 
this State. There is not the slightest 
reason to doubt its success, and as soon as 
that shall be established the example of 
New-York will be followed in other States 
inthe Union. The facts are significant, 
because they show an extended, earnest, 
and efficient public sentiment supporting 
the reform principle, and that sentiment 
will be a potent element in the national 
elections. Itis not a mere fancy, nor is it 
a spasmodic protest against temporary 
evils. It is a resolute and intelligent feel- 
ing not only that the old system of spoils 
and patronage is bad in itself and in all 
its effects, but that there is a remedy 
of known effectiveness which must 
be applied, and applied firmly, persistent- 
ly, and thoroughly. The men who share 
this feeling have given a great deal of 
time and labor to accomplish their purpose. 
They will not now see it defeated by the 
election of a candidate who is at heart 
opposed to it without doing all they can 
to prevent such a disaster. They form the 
most active and energetic element in the 
opposition to Mr. BLAINE. Nor are they 
men who can be fooled by fair promises. 
They have had a good deal of experience 
with politicians recently, and the laws 
upon the statute-books show that they 
have not been easily tricked or baffled. 


THE DALE. 


A great many powerful paragraphs 
have been written denouncing the naval 
authorities because the stern-post of the 
practice ship Dale was recently found to 
be so rotten that the rudder could not be 
hung. It is now announced that the Dale 
has been repaired and is to sail to-day on 
the annual practice cruise. 

That the Dale is more or less rotten 
may be frankly conceded, and it is an 
undeniable fact that she recently put into 
Norfolk for repairs. All this, however, is 
precisely as it should be. On board the 
Dale are several hundred midshipmen, 
who are taken on a cruise in order to 
learn practical seamanship. These young 
men are to be the future officers of our 
navy, and they ought to be so educated 
that they will be fitted for service on board 
our men-of-war. What could they learn 
about American men-of-war if they were 
sent to sea in aseaworthy vessel? Obvi- 
ously they might as well be sent on a 
cruise on board a canal-boat in order to 
learn how to manage iron-clads. Had the 
Dale been a perfectly sound vessel, char- 
tered for a practice cruise, the friends of 
the service would have had just cause to 
complain that the midshipmen could learn 
little during the cruise which could be of 
use to them as naval officers. As it is, the 
Dale is sufficiently rotten to be a fair 
specimen of an American man-of-war, 
and consequently is just the kind of vessel 
for a practice ship. 

The Dale, by putting into Norfolk for 


repairs sufficient to enable her to hang a. 


rudder on a rotten stern-post, gave the 
midshipmen a splendid opportunity to 
study the art of patching up # vessel suffi- 


ciently to enable her to go to sea. This is 
of all studies the most important one 
taught in the navy,.and had: the Dale 
needed no repairs the midshipmen would 
have been compelled to neglect:it. The 
indignation expressed by the press concern- 
ing the unseaworthy condition of the Dale 
has been wasted. The naval authorities 
knew what they were doing when they 
selected her for a practice ship, and they 
acted wisely. 


CAPTAINS VS. MEN. 


The quarrel between the plumbers and 
their journeymen is watched with great 
interest by the public. It is believed by 
many that when plumbers fall out hon- 
est householders may come by their own, 
but it is by no means certain that the 
present quarrel will bring good to any one. 

The real origin of the quarrel is the 
belief on the part of the journeymen that 
the ‘boss plumbers” do not make a fair 
division of their spoil. The ‘boss 
plumber” is, as every one knows, the cap- 
tain of a plumbing band, and his men are 
called ‘“‘journeymen.” The captain 
plans the crimes which his men 
execute; but it is not often that 
he personally leads them to the 
assault of bath tubs and drain pipes. 
In addition to laying plans for journey- 
men to carry out, the captain decides how 
much money is to be extracted from each 
victim, or, in other, words, he fixes the 
amount of ransom which a householder 
must pay in order to secure a receipted 
bill. Thus it is seen that the work of a 
plumbing captain is chiefly intellectual, 
and it follows as a matter of course that 
the journeymen who perform deeds of 
manual violence underrate the value of 
a plumbing captain’s work. 

The mutiny among the journeymen 
plumbers is intended to force from the cap- 
tains a greater share of plunder than jour- 
neymen have hitherto received; and it is ev- 
ident that the revolt would never have 
taken place had not the journeymen 
underrated the services of the captains and 
fancied that plumbing could be carried on 
without the aid of able and command- 
ing intellects. In this the journeymen are 
mistaken. Very probably the plumbing cap- 
tains have demanded exorbitantly large 
shares of plunder, but surely the brain that 
plans and the hand that draws up bills are 
worthy of their hire. The journeymen 
could never succeed in this nefarious 
trade without the help of able command- 
ers. What would happen were a band 
of three journeymen to depose their cap- 
tain and to attempt to practice plumbing 
for themselves? Either each one would 
become an independent plumber or one of 
the three would, by his abilities and force 
of character, succeed to the vacant cap- 
taincy. In the latter case the journeymen 
would have gained nothing by their re- 
volt, and in the former case it is almost 
certain that at least two of the mutineers 
would prove to be incapable of successful 
independent plumbing. It is true that a 
journeyman may enter a house and tear up 
the pipes with as much energy as if he 
were acting by order of a plumbing cap- 
tain, but how would he know just how 
many feet of drain pipe could be safely 
dug up in order to tighten the faucet of 
the; hot-water boiler; or how could 
he trust himself to describe, in the 
presence of a quick-tempered house- 
holder, the precise nature of an al- 
leged injury to the trap below the kitchen 
sink, sufficiently grave to prevent the 
water from flowing in the third-story 
bath-room and necessitating the removal 
of the gas pipes and the construction of a 
new cold-air box for the furnace? Feats 
of strategy like these are the work of ex- 
perienced captains and not of rude and 
dull journeymen. Then, too, the independ- 
ent journeyman would be sure to make 
fatal mistakes in making. out bills. He 
would be very likely to charge ten dollars 
for anew faucet and eight dollars for solder, 
instead of seventeen dollars and ninety- 
eight cents for the former and two cents 
for the latter, and the public which cringes 
before the latter bill would express in vigi- 
lance committees and with halter and 
shot-gun its indignation at the former. 

The rebellious journeymen may for a 
time succeed in getting rid of their cap- 
tains, but the public will gain nothing 
thereby, and in a short time the rebels 
will return to their allegiance and humbly 
beg their captains once more to lead them 
in their bold warfare on property and 
property-holders. 


It is not a very extensive enterprise, as 
such things are reckoned in Wall-street or 
in Lombard-street,. to control the gold 
market in Havana. The sudden apprecia- 
tion of Cuban currency, on théstrength of 
reports that unspecified reforms were to 
be made in the government of the island, 
looks very much like a job of combined 
politics and finance. The disturbance of 
values when paper currency is nearing its 
face value is quite as serious as the dis- 
turbance attending inflation. In our own 
case it has been found more serious, as 
witness the “Shylock” and ‘debtor 
class” talk by which the Greenback 
“movement” .and the Bland bill 
were justified. There was nothing to 
prevent a few speculatorsin Havana from 
buying up a large part of the paper cur- 
rency when: it was cheap and holding it 
for arise, which they relied upon the co- 
operation of Government officials to bring 
about. There is certainly no reason to 
suppose that the political or the industrial 
condition of Cuba is any better than it 
was six months ago, and the chances are 
that the speculators who have now an op- 
portunity to sell Government paper at a 
profit will soon be able to buy it back 
cheaper than ever. 


From the tenor of the correspondence 
between Earl GRANVILLE and M. WapDING- 
TON, it seems that there is a complete res- 
toration of the international harmony that 


was threatened a few weeks ago. The 
conditions are no doubt such as to satisfy 
France that French creditors of Egypt will 
be as well off as English claimants, En- 
gland meanwhile assuming the expenses 
of collection. The French would be very 
foolish to be dissatisfied with such an 
arrangement as that, but it is not clear 
why it should: satisfy such English 


tax-payers as are not holders ‘of 
Egyptian bonds, There is no reason 
or justice in the undertaking by a Govern- 
ment of the collection of money due to its 
subjects, who lent the money with their 
eyes open and ran their own risks. The 
action of the British Government in Egypt 
cannot be justified except upon principles 
which would justify that Government in 
sending over an army torun the Wabash 
Road because Englishmen had lost money 
by investing in its securities. There is no 
theoretical difference between the cases, 
only the practical difference that the 
United States are a great and strong na- 
tion and that Egypt is a little weak na- 
tion. 


TALMAGE is vociferously unhappy about 
the condition of American polities, ‘* Every 
town and village and city and neighborhood,” 
he exclaims, his right leg rigid with horror, and 
his left limp with pity, “has whatis called in 
old-fashioned English parlance its ‘ boss,’ and 
then all these meet together and elect a national 
boss. Against this slavery of American politics 
I utter a protest, and demand that at conven- 
tion, at ballot-box, and everywhere, without 
hindrance men shail vote as they think best, 
Gop their only judge.” Inthe first place, ** boss” 
is not old-fashioned English parlance at all, being 
one of three or four survivals in common 
American speech of Dutch words; but of course 
TALMAGE cannot be expected to know that. In 
the next place, who is hindering TALMAGE of 
his “* demand” to vote as he thinks best. He can 
go to the polls, unless he has disqualified himself 
by staking hats on the result, and vote a list of 
Presidential Electors all his own, and have the 
same counted. If hecan get anybody toagree with 
him, he can have the sympathizer's vote counted 
also; butif he gets many people to agree with 
him he will be in a fair way to fulfill his own 
definition of a boss.

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CARELESSNESS OF THE LAW-MAKERS. 
From the Chicago Prairie Farmer. 

A law just passed and now in force al- 
lows the sending of transient newspapers weigh- 
ing not over four ounces through the mail fora 
one-cent stamp, prepaid postage, instead of the 
2 cents hitherto required, if the newspaper 
weighed the slightest fraction over two ounces. 


There would seem to be some mistake in the 
construction of the law already, arising from its 
pecular wording. It reads that ** any person, ex- 
cept publishers and news-dealers,” may send 
such papers, &c. The purpose of this 
exception was, we think, evidently in- 
tended to prevent its being construed to 
cut off the previous permission for emp se 
and news-dealers to send their publications at the 
2 cents a poundrate. If such persons were really 
cut off from the privilege allowed to all others, 
it would be a very simple matter for them to 
dump their papers into the Post Office boxes. 
stamped just as others stamp them. It would be 
utterly impracticable for Postmasters to distin- 
guish these from those mailed in the same way 
by “others than” publishers and news-dealers. 
We doubt not the postal authorities will take 
this view and construe the law accordingly. lit 
would be quite as well, however, for Congress to 
make a simple change in the wording so as to ex- 
press the real intention. This is an or of 
many hasty enactments that get through Jegis- 
lative bodies in a crude form.

MONTREAL, Quebec, June 23.—At a meet- 
ing of the committee of depositors of the Ex- 
change Bank this morning, J. H. Greenshields 
was authorized to bring suit against the bank 
Directors for the recovery of the amount of an 
overdraft of T. Craig tor $220,000, and for ail 
amounts paid out since the suspension of the 
bank in September last. In addition to this 
Greenshields will be instructed to petition the 
courts foran order authorizing this committee 
to examine the books of the bank.

The ten a wd wants the Anglican branch of 
the Church tholic to return to the usurped 
authority of the Papacy. Asad anda mistaken 
move it. would he to become again entangied 
with that crushing bondage fram which she 
was delivered when the quarrel of Henry VIII, 
with the Pove gave an opportunity to the En- 
glish Church to reform the abuses which had 
been imposed upon her by the Roman curia. 
Does Mgr. Capel deny the necessity of such a 
reformation? Let him examine the history of 
the condition of hisown church during the latter 
end of the fifteenth and the beginning of the six- 
teenth century. The most considerate and the 
most godly in the ranks of the Church ot Rome 
cried for a reformation in her head and in 
her members. Had this. yearning for a return to 
a purer state of faith and practice been attended 
to Christianity would have been md of that in- 
cubus which was burdening and - weakening its 
strength. Luther’s ill-directed movement would 
have been obviated, and the door would. have 
been closed against that wild and irrepressible 
spirit of fanaticism which in Germany and in 
other places fills the land with the travesty of 
church institutions and church authority. The 
Episcopate would have been rescued trom its 
decadence, and under‘a revived following of the 
Apostolicai practice and of restitution of legiti- 
mate ee the national churches, which 
had been crushed by the usurped domination of 
the ieee would have regained with their 
freedom their ancient integrity of faith and 
discipline. 

Mer. Capel, by his offer of the olive branch, 
would induce the Anglican Church to bow ber 
neck to the yokeof Rome. Lét him go to Spain, 
Italy, and other Jands which cling to Popery to 
learn the deadening influence of that system of 
religion. In England, it is true, under a reforma- 
tion conducted on right principles, with a res- 
toration of Evangelical truth and Apostolical 
order, the popular mind has been so outraged by 
the abominations of Popery when in the ascend- 
ant and in power that much sectarian, irrespon- 
sible individualism prevails, and the order and 
beauty of a pure, true liturgical worship arein 
abeyance, yet, sursum corda, the Anglican Church 
is advancing and gaining ground among the 
masses who are beginning to learn the differ- 
ence between a Scriptural, rational system of 
faith and practice brought home to the heart 
and conscience by united worship and common 
praver in a known tongue understood by. the 
people, rather than in the magical jargon of an 
unmeaning verbiage unattended by any edifica- 
tion to the unlearned mind. Let Mer. Capel 
rest satisfied with the rich prizes he has gained 
for the Papacy; the Anglican Church and her 
daughter in America are winning their way to 
the hearts of the people. The true relation 
of Anglicanism to the Primitive Church, * quoé 
semper, quod ubique, quod ab omnibus credi<« 
tum est,” is coming to he better understood 
every day. The distracted sectarianism of this 
seething, surging population of the American 
States is becoming tired of amever-shifting in- 
dividualism, and the signs are ominous that the 
unsettled private judgment will find peace and 
joy in uniting withachurch which is sound in 
the faith, not because the Vicar of Christ, whe 
claims to be infallible, has placed his imprimatur 
upon what is to be implicitly believed, but be 
cause the sacred oracles, received in their integ- 
rity and interpreted by the voice of primitive an- 
tiquity, have guided the minds of her Bishops and 
Pastors.

SERIOUS ILLNESS OF MRS. MARY PRUYN. 
From the Albany Argus, June 23. 

Several weeks ago the family of Mrs. 
Mary Pruyn, of this city, received intelligence 
of her alarming ilJness in Shanghai, China. La- 
ter advices announced her partial recovery and 
her intention, if possible, to pass the Summer 
months in the mountains of Japan, as her phy- 
sician said the climate of Shanghai was reeking 


with malaria and she should immediately seek a 
healthier locality. Subsequently letters dated 
May 5 were received stating that she had had a 
relapse, and that if able she would leave Shang- 
hai on the 20th of May by Pacific Mail steam- 
ship City of Tokio for home. This steam- 
shi arrived in San Francisco on _ the 
15t inst.- Last Tuesday the family re- 
ceived a telegram from San_ Francisco 
informing them that Mrs. Pruyn did not come 
on the steamier, and awaited in great suspense 
and ewig | the arrival of the mail by this 
steamer, which reached here Saturday after- 
noon. Letters from friends in Yokohama state 
that when the steamer ‘arrived there, on the 29th 
of May, they boarded the vessel.and found Mrs. 
Pruyn had suffered intensely on the passage 
from China, and a consultation of physicians 
was called, when it was decided that she was.in 
such a precarious condition that she should be 
removed from the steamer and taken to the 
American Mission Home in Yokohama, hoping 
that she — there gain sufficient strength 
to pursue the journey home in the Autumn, 
though it is !eared that she cannot again rally 
sufficiently to undertake the sea voyage across 
the Pacific and tne trip across the continent from 
San Francisco to Albany. As one of the ladies of 
the Home writes: * Her aisease is such that heal- 
ing cannot be expected except through direct 
Divine interposition.” It is very gratifying tc 
the family and friends of Mrs. Pruyn to know 
that she was enabled to reach Yokohama, 
where, in the American Mission Home, which 
she was mainly instrumental in establish- 
ing, thirteen years ago, and where she was en- 
gaged in mission work for five years, she is 
among loving friends, who are devoted to her 
and will gently and assiduously care for her. 
‘Mrs. Pruyn lett Albany in December, 1882, at 
the earnest solicitation of the officers of the 
Woman’s Union Missionary Society, to take 
charge of the Bridgman Memorial Home, in 
Shanghai. The President of the suciety, at a 
farewell meeting to Mrs. Pruyn, in New-York, 
in speaking of her, said: ‘* One of the most im- 
portant eventsin the history of the society ic 
the return of our valued friend, Mrs. Samue! 
Pruyn, to mission ro. We were anxiously 
looking for one to be the head of our new mis- 
sion in Shanghai whose experience in foreign 
work and large-hearted plan would lay a strong 
and broad foundation tor our Home in China 
Mrs. Pruyn was led to accept this position with 4 
consecration of spirit and purpose which proved 
that she sought not her own comfort and happi- 
ness, but to labor where her Master cailed her.”

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ENO’'S METHODS OUTLINED 


HOW HE USED THE FUNDS OF HIS 
f BANE. 

TESTIMONY BEFORE JUDGE CARON AT THE 
HEARING IN QUEBEC YESTERDAY—HOW 
THE BOOKS WERE DOCTORED. 

QuEBEC, June 23.—The Eno investigation 

“was :esumed in court this morning before Judge 

Caron. Detective Fahey, of Montreal, was put 

upon the stand forexamination. He had first 

seen Enoin Montreal about the 28th of May, 
when he registered as Boulton. On the 30th of 

May he saw him again in Quebec aboard the 

steam-ship Vancouver. The witness was ques- 

tioned as to what was said or admitted by the 
prisoner on this occasion, who was passing at the 
time as C. S. Marshall. The defense objected to 
this evidence on the ground that admissions 
made to constables armed with warrants of 
arrest could not be received asevidence. The 
Judge said the trouble might be to enforce such 
evidence even if it were allowed, provided the 
witness proved obstinate and the evidence could 
not be shown to havea direct bearing upon the 
ease. He quoted from a case in his own experi- 
ence respecting the refusal of a physician to 
answer a question, and when threatened with 
imprisonment said he was quite prepared to 
go to jail. He was told he would certainly go to 
jail unless it could be shown that the evidence 
demanded was not applicable to the case. It was 
then proved that even medical evidence of a cer- 


tain character need not necessarily have a bear- 
ing on the case, and the question was abandoned. 

Sir. Davidson reierred to the case of Miilery,a 
murderer prosecuted by him in Montreal, whose 
admissions to constables were received as evi- 
dence by Judge Kamsay, and who was subse- 
quently banged. Judge Caron said a detective 
who submitted an accused to such interrogation 
did very wrong and his conduct was to be repro- 
bated. The court allowed the question to go for 
what it was worth. Fahey then deposed that Eno 
gave his name, saying thet he had committed an 
offense in the States, but could not be extradited. 

Daniel A. O’Connell, advocate, of New-York, 
was sworn, and deposed that he bad been a mem- 
ber of the Bar since 1876. He resided and prac- 
ticed in the city of New-York, and he produced 
copics of the following indictments and true 
bills: First, one charging the accused with 
forgery in the first degree; secondly, one al- 
leging forgery in connection with a check 
dated Sept. 25, 1833; thirdly, one charging Eno 
with forgery in connection with a check dated 
Feb. 32, 1884, and fourthly, one charging him with 
forgery in connection with a check dated Oct. 
18, 1883. This evidence was objected to by 
the defense, both as to its character and as 
to the manner of its production. The 
objection was reserved to be argued on its 
merits. The witness deposed that he obtained 
the copies he had filed in the court where they 
were jiaid and found, and had compared them 
with the originals. He swore they were true 
copies, but the District Attorney would not 
euffer the originals to leave his possession. The 
true bills produced were statements under oath 
of the Grand Jury of the city and county of 
New-York. Heswore that the signatures of the 
various Officers attached thereto were properly 
exemplitied by the British Consul at New-York 
and others. The accused was not arraigned in 
New-York upon these bills because of his ab- 
sence. A bench warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest and returned by the Deputy Sheriff with a 
certificate that John C. Eno was not to be found 
in the city or State of New-York. Cross-exam 
ined by Mr. Irvine, O°Connell said he knew 
nothing of the criminal law of the State of New- 
York, and had never practiced in it. 

O. D. Roberts deposed tliat he had been Cashier 
of the Second National Bank for about 12 years, 
and had been connected with it since its organiza- 
tion in 1863. He produced the Clearing-house 
book and described why and how it was kept. 
Turning to entries for the week of May 5 to 10, 
he said they were in his own handwriting in 
seven instances. The entries of Saturday,the 10th, 
were in the handwriting of the accused. On Tues- 
day, the 6th, there was an entry in the hanowrit- 
ing of the accused showing that the bank had 
legal-tender notes on that date amounting to 
$1,855,000. Asa matter of fact, it held legal tend- 
ers to the amount of only $699,560. The entry 
under date of Monday, the 5th of May, in the hand- 
writing of the accused, purported to show legal- 
tender notes in possession of the bank to the 
amount of $908,000. while the exact amount then 
held by the bank was $605,055. Theentry repre- 
senting the aggregate amount of legal tenders 
held during the week was in the handwriting 
of the accused and purported to show 
$5,916,000, tne sum being $1,661,238 in excess 
of the actual amount. The entry purporting 
to show the average daily amountof the legal 
tenders held by the bank is $986.000, and in the 
handwriting of the accused. This daily average 
has to be sent into the Clearing-house every 
Saturday before noon, to show that the bank 
had complied with the law requiring itto keep on 
hand 25 per cent. of the total deposits of the bank. 
These entries appear to have been so made to 
deceive as to the reserve held bv the bank in 
consequence of the enormous depletion of legal 
tenders by payment of the checks issued by the 
accused and swern to by Mr. Alien. The aggre- 
gate of the week ending May 3 was entered by 
the prisoner as $6,057,000, which was a million dol- 
Jars in excess of thetrue amount. Similar other 
discrepancies were pointed out by witness, and 
the court took a recess shortly after 1 o'clock. 

At the afternoon session of the court Cashier 
Roperts wus further examined. He gave addi- 
tional evidence respecting the system of Clear- 
ing-house reports. The amount of the deficit 
had been ascertained by him on the 13th ot May 
to be $3,185,000 from the examination he made 
of the books in company with Mr. Amos F. Eno, 
after learning that a deficit existed. If the ar- 
rangements had not been made by the father of 
the accused and others for paying a large por- 
tion of this deficit the bank must necessarily 
have closed its doors, so heavy was the run upon 
jt. He had once or twice crawn Eno’s atten- 
tion to the small amount of cash in the 
bank. The dividend usually paid by the 
institution was 20 per cent., though nothing 
‘would be paid next July, and possibly not in the 
course of the succeeding six months. On cross- 
examination he said that the accused was Presi- 
dent of the bank. During banking hours on the 


13th of May, which was the date of the check for | 


$95,000, for issuing which he was accused of 
forgery, Eno’s resignation was handed to the 
Directors at a meeting held at9 P. M. The check 
for $95,000 came into the bank for payment on 
the morning of the lith, and the Bank Ex- 
aminer, who was present at whe time, would 
not sign a certificate of the bank’s solvency 
which they found it necessary to post in the 
windows until a guarantee was furnished that 
the amount would be repaid the bank. He did 
not kuow how a charge of forgery could be laid. 
arising out of that check, except that he had

the possession of the guarantors, who had since 
paid it, it was possibly because it had not been 
asked for. The capital of the bank was all se- 
cured and depositors were fully secured by the 
payments made on behalf of the deficit, but the 
surplus and interest accounts were wiped out by 
the amount of $145,000 still remaiming unpaid. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock the court adjourned till 
to-morrow, when Mr. Roberts’s evidence will be 


resumed.

‘FOUND IN BROOKLYN'S RESERVOIR 


THE FATE OF JOHN F. DONELLY, WHO 
WENT IN SWIMMING. 

The man who was drowned while bathing 
in the Prospect Park Reservoir, Sunday, was 
John F. Donelly, 20 years old, a plumber, living 
at No. 958 Atlantic-avenue. His companions 
were Michael Nearney, of 926 Atlantic-avenue, 
and Albert Vittars, of St. Mark’s-place, all of 
Brooklyn. About midnight of Saturday, having 
circulated somewhat freely about the flowing 
bowl, they started for the fountain at the en- 
trance of the park fora bath. On this particular 
night the policemen awoke to a little sense of 
their duty, and arrested four men who were lav- 
ing in the fountain. Hearing ot this, Donelly 
and his companions jumped tbe six-foot 
fence surrounding the reservoir grounds, 
and climbed up to the coping, on 


which is placed a four-foot fence. It is a ques- 
tion whether al! went into swim or only Donelly. 
The water in the reservoir is about 18 feet deep. 
Donelly was seized with cramps, and went down 
erying forhelp. His companions, after a time, 
picked up his clothes and started out of the 
grounds, whenthey met Watchman John Grady. 
Notwithstanding the clethes they carried, 
Grady refused to believe their story of the 
drowning. They went away and reported the 
fact to a patrolman, who sent word to the sta- 
tion-house about 5 o'clock. The body was re- 
covered about noon, nearthe pipes from which 
the supply is received. 

Water Purveyor Milne bezan to look into the 
matter. ‘I find,” he reported yesterday, ‘that 
the watchman on duty, Grady. was a faithful 
and industrious man. ! am convinced that he 
was at his post and did his duty. Up to the 
present time I have considered the force em- 
ployed in guarding the reservoir grounds as 
quite sufficient, but in view of this occurrence, 
and the possibility of its repetition, I would 
recommend the establishment of a sentry-box 
at the extreme north end of the grounds, ane 
the employment of one additional watchman 
during the Summer months, No rumor of bath- 
ing in the reservoir has ever come to my knowl- 
edge before.” Grady says he did not hear or see 
the men until they met him. He had been acting 
as watchman fora week past, in the absence of 
Watchman Dodge. 

The reservoir is less than athird of a mile in 
diameter, high up, and free from any noise of the 
streets. How any watchman, even when sitting 
in the house at the south side, could faii to hear 
a man in swimming is something that hundreds 
who visited the reservoir yesterday could not 
understand. 

**T have been here 14 months,” said Watchman 
Dodge,” and never saw any one attempt to take a 
swim. These open fields about the reservoir are 
frequented by a pretty tough crowd sometimes, 
but they never wanted to swim, so far as I know.” 

“Do you think you would have heard them 
had the attempt been made ?” 

“Oh yes, no doubt about it. We make the 
rounds occasionally, but could hear any one no 
matter where they were on the hank.” 

Commissioner Fleeman was found at the City 
Works Department inthe afternoon. “I never 
heard of any one bathing in the reservoir before,” 
he remarked to a TIMES reporter, “* but it seems 
we haven’t taken precautions enough. I fol- 
lowed the rules of my predecessor in office about 
watchmen and supposed everything was all 
right. The charter provides a penalty for enter- 
ing the water of the reservoir. you know.” 

** Yes, butthe charter doesn’t seem to bein 
fuil force.” 

** No, that’sso: but the man got his punishment. 
We have a Sandford register in the watch-house 
which the wutchman must touch every half- 
hour. The register was right yesterday morn- 
ing. T'e watchman makes the circuit of the 
reservoir once every half-hour.” 

“ Couidn’t he register without going out of 
the house ?” 

*“ He might. We will probably place another 
register on the opposite side of the reservoir. I 
have never been wakened up to the impor ance 
of taking precautions to prevent bathing in the 
city water until now. Something will be done 
at once. Orficers have been sent to arrest 
the companions of the drowned man.” 

Coroner Menninger began to look into the 
facts of the case yesterday,and will begin an 
inquest to-day. at which he will attempt to find 
out just how many cuticles have been cleansed 
weekly in the reservoir, if any, previousto this 
case. The police of the Tenth Precinct do not 
patrol the streets in the vicinity of the reservoir, 
which are not built up, neither do the Park 
policeman look after this section. A_ sin- 
gie watchman is on duty. If he happens 
to be a man without particular scruples 
as to the purity of the water the citizens drink 
he might invite a score of friends up to the res- 
ervoir fora midnight swim and picnic, and no- 
body would be the wiser. Jt is cer'ainiy an at- 
tractive place fora plunge. Orif he bea good, 
sound-sleeping watchman a score or more might 
go up for a swim, and even the watchman 
wouldn’t be the wiser. 

Donelly will be buried to-day. He was known 
asa scomewhat wild youth, and the police give 
his companions the character of * hard cases.”

DR. JOHN G. ADAMS. 

Dr. John G. Adams left this city fora 
visit to Europe on May 14 last. He was appar- 
ently in perfect health and good spirits. His 
friends received a dispatch from Liverpool yes- 
terday announcing the death of Dr. Adams at 
the Adelphi Hotel, in that city, on Thursday last. 


It is conjectured that the doctor wus tiken ill 
during the voyage, and died soon after his ar- 
rival in Liverpool, He had lived several years at 
the Park-Avenue Hotel. 

Dr. Adams was born in this city Aug. 12, 1807, 
His ancestors were from the North of Ireland. 
After obtaining an academic education in Yale 
College he entered the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in this city, and received his degree in 
March, 1830. He was physician to the New-York 
City Dispensary for two years, and for several 
years was Surgeon of the St. Nicholas Society. 
He was a member of the New-York Academy 
ot Medicine, of which he was Secretary for 
10 years. Hewasalso tne first President of the 
New-York Medical and Surgical Society. He is 
the author of a memoir on tae “ Life and Charac- 
ter of Alexander H. Stevens, M. D., LL.D.,” 
which was read before the New-York Academy 
of Medicine in 187], and of a memoir of Dr. Jacob 
Harsen. A thesison * Morbus Coxarius,” writ- 
ten by Dr. Adams, was published in the Journal 
of Medicine. He edited, in 1852, the New-York 
Medical Times, of which four volumes were pub- 


lished. 
ENFORCING THE TELEGRAPH WIRE LAW 
The first arrests under the new law pro- 
hibiting the erection of new lines of telegraph 
above ground were made yesterday. John 
O’Brien, Henry P. Hastings, and Richard O’Don- 
nell, linemen in the employ of the Postal Tele- 
graph and Cable Company, were taken before 
Justice Gorman, in the Essex Market Police 


Court, for stretching wires upon new poles in 
Ludiow-street and Avenue A. The prisoners 
claimed that they were merely transferring 
lines belonging to the Fire Department to the 
new poles. They showed a permit from the Fire 
Depari ment to doso. Justice Gorman said that 
the Fire Lepartment had no authority to grant 
such a permit, and heid the prisoners for trial. 

* A number of persons have cailed upon Super- 
intendent Walling and complained that the 
police attached to the various precincts are too 
enthusiastic in carrying out his order prohibit- 
ing the erection oi new telephone and telegraph 
wires, as they arrest men employed by electrio 
light companies and telegraph companies for re- 
pairing the Jines already in use.

GEN. PALMER LEAVES DENVER 
AND RIO GRANDE. 
GIVING UP HIS POSITION AS DIRECTOR— 
TROUBLE OVER THE LEASE OF THE 
DENVER AND RIO GRANDE WESTERN. 


A complete severance has duly followed 
the strained relations existing for the past two 
years between Gen. W. J. Palmer, late President 
of the Denver and Rio Grande Railway, and the 
Directors of the company. The following was 
received yesterday by Secretary and Treasurer 
William Ogden: 

To the Roard of Directors Denver and Rio Grande Ratl- 
tray Company: 

When I resigned the Presidency of the company last 
August I remained in the board because of my cuon- 
tinued interest inthe property, and especially because 
urged to do so by my friends who were largely inter- 
ested, with the expectation that my long acquaintance 
with the line might be of some use to prevent mistakes 
and aid development. While it has been for some 
months evident tomy mind that this expectation was 
futile, I have held on, in a slight hope of changes for 
the better. Now, however, that. the inexperience, folly, 
and recklessness of the new management are bearing 
their full fruit, as shown in the existing condition of 
the company’s property and credit, I am unwilling 
longer toappeareven nominally yy ret and there- 
fore hereby resign the position of Director which I 
have beid since the organization of the company in 
1570. Respectfully, W. J. PALMER. 

Neither Gen. Palmer nor President Frederick 
Lovejoy, of the Denverand Rio Grande, was in 
town yesterday, but Secretary Ogden admitted 
the receipt of the above missive, which, he said, 
will be laid with other matters before the Board 
of Directors at its next meeting, which will take 
place to-day or to-morrow. Mr. Ogden could ac- 
count, he said, for Gen. Paimer’s present action 
only on the ground that the General has been 


feeling very sore about almost everything since 
he resigned. the Presidency last year.. When 
asked if Gen. Palmer fieured for large holdings 
of the company’s securities, Mr. Ogden said Gen. 
Palmer had heid no stock worih mentioning 
during the past two years or over, but he might 
hold some of the bonds of the road. 

Gen. Palmer is still President of the Denver 
and Rio Grande Western Railway, which is 
leased for 30 years to the Denver and Rio Grande 
Company. In the last annual report of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Western, just printed, 
Gen. Palmer says: 

“In the lease between the two companies provision 
was made for vesting the actual management of the 
leased property in a manager to be selected and ap- 
po nted by the Ir. stees of the Western Rriiway bonds, 
unless the lessor and lessee should, within a reasona- 
ble time, agree upon a person mutually satisfactory. 
They did, however, so agree at the beginning. and ap- 
pointed Col. D. C. Dodge, of Denver, one of the ublest 
and most higbly respected railroad managers in the 
Western country, with 12 years’ railroad experience in 
the Rocky Mountains.” 

This condition of the lease, Gen. Palmer states, 
has beep violated by the new President of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Company, who ap- 
pointed, last March, Mr. Ricket to be General 
Super!ntendent of the Western Road, who had 
to be enjoined by a Utah court from interfering 
with Col. Dodge. A running implication of gen- 
eral bad faith on the part of the lessee company 
percolates through the whole report, which 
states, among other uncomplimentary allega- 
tions, that, inasmuch as certain “ accounts 
presented by that company bear evidence that 
entries and cross-entries have been made which 
changed the pre-existing status of the accounts 
without any action or consent of this company, 
we cannot accept the statement of earnings as 
entirely conclusive.”

ROCHESTER AND PITTSBURG. 

Regarding proposals to reorganize the 
Rochester and Pittsburg Road, Walston H. Brown 
made the following statement to a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday: **Last December $2,000,000 of 
second mortgage bonds, out of a total of $2,800,- 
000 issued, were offered to the stockholkers, but 
none of them were taken. The Directors [Wal- 
ston H. Brown & Brothers] took $1,100,000 of 
them, and the money was used to purchase new 
rolling stock, according to the provisions of our 


circular agreed to by the stockholders. The bal- 
ance, not taken, was to be applied to the liquida- 
tion of the floating debt of the company. De- 
ducting the $1,100,000 bonds taken by us and ap- 
plied to the purchase of rolling stock, there 
was leftin the treasury $1,700,000, suppposed to 
be quite sufficient to enable the company to 
carry. its fioating debt; but it has been 
found impossible to borrow money on these 
bonds owing to the bad times that have come 
upon everybody. The floating debt is now be- 
tween $1,100,000 and $1,200,000. lf there be an 

way of carrying thisdebt we shall do it, but 

don’t believe the times are going to improve at 
all. Walston H. Brown & Brothers have $2,000,- 
000 of these second mortgage bonds, and we have 
not sold a share of our stock. The road is doing 
an enormous business, but the compefition has 
brought rates down very low. Under these cir- 
cumstances it has been proposed by some of the 
largest stockholders to assess the stock 15 per 
cent., which would produce $%,000,000. This 
money could be used in payment of the floatin 

debt, the purchuse of $2,000,000 of the secon 

mortguge bondsat 75 per cent. of their par value, 
and the payment of car trust bonds, leaving the 
road with only $20,000 a mile of bonds ahead of 


the stock.”

LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 

W. F. Whitehouse, the Director of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad representing 
the London and Amsterdam interests, who 
arrived from Europe on Saturday, was at his of- 
fice yesterday afternoon. He said he had nothing 
yet to communicate. He was at the office of the 


company yesterday to ascertain the financial 
status. Until fully advised as to that it was of 
course impossible tor him to take part in the dis- 
cussion of any financial plan tbat might 
be proposed for the relief of the company. 
Necessarily the perfecting of any _ finan- 
cial adjustment required much thought 
and was not a =matter to be under- 
taken or concluded upon a few hours’ notice. 
Mr. Whitehouse said that so faras his informa- 
tion went the foreign stockholders regarded the 
Louisville and Nashville as a very valuable prop- 
erty, and one that should, with proper manage- 
ment, fully justify the reasonable expectations 
of the stockholders. The earnings were very 
large. Inthe condition of the market all rail- 
road properties were much depressed, and 
Louisville and Nashville was no exception. 
With so large a railroad system, recuperation 
was not a difficult matter, and, though, its 
finances had been disturbed, Mr. Whitehouse 
saw nothing to threaten a satisfactory future. 

On being asked as to the existence of opposing 
interests, Mr. Whitehouse rephed that he knew 
of none. All parties were working harmoni- 
ously so far as he knew, and, certainly, whether 
they were bondholders, stockholders, or credi- 
tors, they were all interested in the adjustment 
of present difficulties and seeing the road go on 
without embarrassment. He knew of no one 
who was likely in any way to interfere with the 
management. 


A RECEIVER UPHELD. 

In the Supreme Court, Chambers, yester- 
day, Judge Van Brunt decided that the appoint- 
ment of ex-Judge Ashbel Green as Receiver of 
the property, in this State, of the North River 
Construction Company, was made under the 
Code and not under the Haggerty Receivership 
act; that it was made tor the purpose of presery- 


ing the property, which was without a custodian, 
the officers of the company having been forbid- 
den by the order of the New-Jersey Chancellor, 
appointing ex-Judge Green Receiver there, from 
interfering with it, and that it was not im- 
providentiy nor improperly made, without 
notice to the Attorney-General. Judge 
Vant Brunt therefore refused to remove Re- 
ceiver Green or to appoint a colleague with him 
in the performance of the duties of auxiliary 
Keceiver. As to the injunction obtained by 
Charles F. Woerishoffer, the plaintiff in the suit, 
restraining creditors of the North River Con- 
struction Company from suing HKeceiver Green 
and making it necessary for them to present 
their claims to him for settlement in accordance 
with his trust, Judge Van Brunt decides that it 
was properly granted and that it shall continue 
as against all creditors but those who began suits 
prior to the appointment of the Receiver, and 
who have levied, by attachments, on the prop- 
erty of the insolvent corporation. 


UNDER MR. CORBIN’S CONTROL. 

James M. Oakley, the President of the 
New-York, Woodhaven and Rockaway Railroad 
Company, has for some time been negotiating 
for the purchase of the interest in the securities 
of thecompany held by Fish & Hatch. It was 


stated yesterday that the negotiations had been 
terminated by the sale of the stock to Mr. Oak- 
ley, who thus secures control of 6,000 out of the 
total capita! of 10,000 shares. 
John B. Thompson, the Vice-President of the 
company, said Jast night: “I have not been a 
party to the negotiations and therefore cannot 
say that they have been successful, but I have 
no doubt the sale has heen consummated. Fisk 
& Hatch haye been willing to sell for a long time 
ast and Mr. Oakley has been as anxious to buy.

THE PLUMBERS’ LOCK-OUT. 


Bee em 
THE MASTERS REPORTING THAT 1,000 MEN 
ARE NOW REFUSED EMPLOYMENT. 


The plumbers’ lock-out began yesterday 
morning. The men, when they went to work, 
were informed that they could not begin their 
labor unless they signed a paper denying any 
allegiance to the Journeymen Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion. They immediately packed up their tools 
and went away. A meeting of the bosses was held 
in Royal Arcanum Hall, No. 52 Union-square, and 
reports were heard concerning the lock-out. 
According to their statements 147 firms have 


signed the pledge, and yesterday 1,000 men were 
refused employment. They say they will find 
no difficulty in securing men to fill the places of 
the union laborers, and have sent committees to 
adjacent cities for that purpose. In some of the 
shops the proprietors donned their aprons 
and, with the aid of the helpers, who have not 
been locked out, finished up some important 
jobs. President McDonald occupied the cha'r 
during the mecting of the masters and said 
everything had a favorable outiook. He was 
confident the workmen would see the folly of 
their ways and the good-thinking mechanics 
would resume their work in a few days. 

The journeymen heid a meeting in Clarendon 
Hall, and the Strike Committee, organized on 
Thursday last, heard the reports of the different 
committees. They say the following firms were 
working as usual: Harkness Boyd, No. 78 Woos- 
ter-street; J. P. Smyth, No. 100 Maiden-lane; J. 
Henderson, No. 27 Sixthsavenue; D. Hennessy, 
No. 1,507 Broadway, and J. L. Pinkerton, No. 394 
Fourth-avenue. These firms employ a number 
of men, and the journeymen regard it as a 
favorable sign to see them hold out against the 
Masters’ Association. The following firms, they 
say, had signed the resolution to re- 
fuse ee to union men, but yes- 
terday the journeymen were working there 
as usual: Barrett & Jones, No. 202 East 
Thirty-second-street: F. Callahan, No. 73 Fourth- 
avenue, and Oliver Barratt, No. 103 South Fifth- 
avenue. Reports of this character were also re- 
ceived from several smaller shops and had the 
effect of mapering the workmen with hopes of a 
speedy victory. Other large firms are holding 
back,and the journeymen believed that when 
they learned ot the course pursued by these it 
was likely they would ignore the pledge given to 
the masters. The journeymen differ with the 
bosses in regard to the number of men out of 
work. They say that only 300 men are idle, and 
their wants will be looked to by the association, 
which has a large strike fund on hand. A com- 
mittee has been appointed by the workmen to 
try and secure jobs not att. nded to oe bosses. 
They were given a job to do at St. Luke's Hos- 
pital, and immediately sent men to work there 
at a cheaper rate than the bosses werein the hab- 
it of charging. They have also the promise of 
work on several large buildings, providing the 
bosses do not fulfill their contracts in a few days. 
The rate charged by the workmen is $3 50 per 
day for a plumber and $1 50 for a helper. his 
is $l less than the nr rate charged by firms. 
The journeymen have all the railroad stations 
and steam-boat landings picketed, andare on the 
lookout for non-union men from other cities. 
Men are relieved every few hours, and the strict- 
est watch is kept on workmen who arrive from 
outoftown. The Building Trade Council has 
offered the journeymen aid in their fight against 
the bosses, but the plumbers prefer to fight it 
out on theirown hook,and will not ask any 
other labor organizations to interfere. 

Only 60 of the numerous firms that signed the 
lock-out pledge employ many men, the others 
being confip to a boss and one or two work- 
men. Eleven of the 60 told their employes to re- 
main away from the shops fora few days under 
pay, and did not ask them to leave the labor or- 

nization. Inafew instances the apprentices 
n the shops were sent out to do mechanic's 
work, but some of them refused and were sent 
away. A man who was locked out of the shop 
of A. L. Whitelaw, No. 391 Fourth-avenue, at- 
tempted to take some tools home. The pro- 
prietor claimed that they belonged to the firm 
and had the man arrested, but he was dis- 
charged when brought before a police magistrate. 
Large numbers of plumbers flocked to Clarendon 
Hall last evening and listened with attention 
to the reports made. One by one the delegates 
informed the assemblage of the state of affairs, 
and when anytbing favorable to the workmen 
was read it was greeted with rounds of applause. 
A statement to the public was read from the 
platform last evening. In it the journeymen 
denv the assertions made by the masters. and 
claim that while the arbitration committees 
were at work the bosses were preparing for the 
lock-out, and before the committee of the Jour- 
neymen’s rye 4 made its report the lock-out 
was ordered by the masters. 

The annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Master Plumbers will be held in Balti- 
more to-morrow, and a delegation from this city 
will meet the New-Englund members to-day and 
attend the convention in a body.

THE LONG ISLAND CITY MURDER. 


A SPECIAL GRAND JURY ASKED FOR TO CON- 
SIDER KERNAN’S CRIME. 

A constant stream of visitors poured in 
and out of the McCormack house in Twelfth- 
street, Long Island City, all day yesterday and 
up to a late hour last night, to look at the body 
of the murdered man. The shock of the mur- 
der has prostrated Mrs. McCormack. The funer- 
al arrangements were completed yesterday 
afternoon and will be from St. Mary’s Roman 
Catholic Church, Hunter’s Point, Wednesday 
morning, at 11 o’clock. The interment will be in 
Calvary Cemetery. Kernan, the murderer, was 
taken before Justice Delehanty yesterday morn- 
ing. He looked pale and nervous, and seemed 
frightened at the crowd of excited men who fol- 
lowed him from the jail to the Police Justice's 
Court in the City Hall. Sheriff Furman took the 


precaution to have 10 deputies on hand, armed 
and ready to repel any attack on the prisoner. 
He was only in court a few minutes, the Justice 
adjourning the hearing until Saturday next, and 
Kernan was quietiy returned to the cell vacated 
by the.murderer asey. - 

Little is known of Kernan in Long Island City. 
Robert McInall, who occupied the first floor over 
Kernan’s saloon, said to areporter yesterday: 
“About 12 o’clock on Saturday night I heard 
two pistol-shots in the saloon. I was startled 
and ran down stairs and into the back room of 
the saloon, and found Kernan sitting at a table 
and shooting at the wall. I think he was drunk. 
I asked him why he was shooting at the wall. 
and he mumbled something that I didn’t under- 
stand. He put the pistol in the drawer 
and started up stairs and went to bed, 
leaving his saloon alone and the doors 
open. I never heard him make any threats 
against Mr. McCormack or anybody else, and 
since he came here I have looked upon Lim 
as a quiet, inoffensive man.” Another man 
who stopped into Kernan’s saloon occasion- 
ally said: ** A few evenings ago I was sitting in 
the store with Kernan, and he began to talk 
about McCormack being a bad landlord, who 
would not make some improvements he had 
agreed to. Hesaid that the reason he didn’t pay 
his rent was becanse McCormack had done noth- 
ing to advance nis (Kernan’s) interests in a busi- 
ness way.” 

The Sheriff will not allow any person to see or 
speak to Kernan. His sister, Mrs. Crosby. called 
at the jail vesterday morning and hada brief 
interview with him. Public feeling in regard to 
the crime has been quieted by the action of Dis- 
trict Attorney Fleming, wh» has asked for a spe- 
cial Grand Jury. Itisthe intention of the Dis- 
trict Attorney to have Kernan and Waring tried 
at this term of thecourt. Sheriff Furman re- 
mained at the jail all night Jast night with a 
strong force of deputies. He does not anticipate 
any trouble, but says he has so many murderers 
in the jail that he must keep them “ well 


watched.”

AN ITALIAN RESTAURANT-KEEPER 
SHOT. 

Gitano Gambardelli, an Italian, 29 years 
old, keeper of a restaurant at No. 255 Elizabeth- 
street, was shot and dangerously wounded at 9 
o'clock last night in the restaurant of Raphael 
Rossi, No. 8 Roosevelt-street. The only persons 
in the place at the time of the shooting 
were Rossi end his wife, Gitano, and his 
brother Pasquale. Widely different ac- 
counts of the shooting are given by 
Mrs. Rossi and Pasquale. Mrs. Rossi 
eald that the Gambardelli brothers are well 
known to her husband and herself, and that they 
entered the Rossi house of entertainment and 
began to make things lively by amashing cups 
and saucers and otherwise endangering the pub- 
lic peace. Her husband remonstrated; Pasquale 

ulled outa revolver, and in the effort to shoot 

ossi shot his brother. Pasquale, on the other 
hand, said that his brother and himself had no 
acquaintance with the Rossis, they inflicted no 
damage on the Rossi’ crockery, and made 
no attempt to disturb the peace of the Rossi 
family, but that Rossi shot Gitano without 
provocation. Gitano was shot in the back, he- 
tween the shoulders. He was sent to the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital, where his wound was pro- 
nounced dangerous. Rossi escaped arrest, but 
Pasquale was locked up in the Oak-street sta- 
tion-house. A new stiletto of marvelous de- 
sign was picked up by the police in front of the 
Rossi mansion. The police believe that Rossi 
did the shooting.

GEN, VIELE TESTIFIES TO THE METHODS 

OF CONDUCTING THE BUSINESS OF THE 

BOARD SINCE HIS APPOINTMENT, 

The examination into the conduct of the 
affairs of the Park Department, brought about 
_by the charge of the Council of Political Reform 
that the Commissioners had violated the laws 
in letting of certain contracts, began yesterday 
afternoon before Judge Barrett, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers. James W. Hawes and Francis 
N. Bangs appeared for the council, assisted by 
numerous suggestions from the Secretary, Henry 
M. Beers, and John E. Parsons and Theron G. 
Strong appeared for the Commissioners. Com- 
missioners Wales and Oliffe, accompanied by 
Secretary Barker, of the Park Department, were 
in court and listened with evident interest to 
the examination of Gen. Egbert L. Viele, Presi- 
dent of the Board, who was called to the stand. 
Gen. Viele testified that he had been a Park 

Commissioner since 1883, and had been President 
since Feb, 1, 1884. He was also occupied as a 
civil engineer and had been for many years. 
The work of the department is done, he said, 
under the personal supervision of the Commis- 
sioners. All expenditure of money must be au- 
thorized by the offivial action of the board at 
public meetings. This isthe universal practice 
and nottheory. For minor supplies requisitions 
are sufficient, but they have to be approved by 
the President. If the matter involves any con- 
siderable amount it is brought before the board. 
There is no fixed sum as a maximum. This 


was the practice when Gen. Viele went into the 
board. aily reports of supplies are made 
to the department and examined. There 
are semi-month!y reports which are passed 
upon by the board and are filed. Central 
Park is divided into three divisions. each under 
a separate foreman. The Superintendent of 
Parks has general supervision of the parks, but 
acts under the orders of the board. He can- 
not employ or discharge men or order supplies 
except through the board. There were no checks 
on the Superintendent, as they were not needed. 
The Commisfioners are accustomed to supervise 
his work. Kequisitions for minor suppiies ure 
made by the officers employed by the board, such 
as tthe constructing engineer, superinten- 
dents of zoological collection and obszerv- 
atory, upon the President. He approves 
them and hands the order to the Treasurer. The 
bills for these requisitions are yoted upon at the 
semi-monthly meetings, but not the requisi- 
tions themselves. The board makes guarterly 
reports to the Mayor, compiled by the Secrevary 
‘from the report. of the various reports of the 
heads of departments. They are laid before the 
board and examined, but are not acted upon for- 
mally. The annual estimate sent to the Board of 
Estimate is made up from estimates made a 4 the 
different heads of work under the board. Each 
Commissioner studies these, and at a series of 
meetings held for the purpose each Commissioner 
expresses his opinion, and the various items are 
thus settiec. The reports of the officers em- 
ployed by the board in regard to estimates are 
verified by the Commissioners by personal ex- 
amination. 

Gravel, Gen. Viele said, is one of the things 
used by the Park Department largely in the con- 
atruction of roads. lt has to bea clean gravel, 
free from loam. Otber kinds are used on walks. 
some of which are made of gravel mixed with 
‘tar. The greater amount of it has been used on 
roads inthe past year. It is delivered at points 
where required. 

The minutes of the board for the year ending 
April 30, 1888, were then exhibited, and the coun- 
sel asked what estimate was made for gravel for 
the year. The amount was 5,500 cubic yards. 
At the meeting of Feb. 7, 1883, two resolutions 
were offered by Commissioner Wales that the 
Superintendentof Parks grder such gravel as 
was necessary from time to time and pay for it in 
sums not exceeding $1,000 at any onetime. Both 
resolutions were laid. over. Commissioner Viele 
promised to ascertain whether action had been 
taken on them subsequently. Gen. Viele stated 
to the court, when asked to read a resolution 
proposed before he went into office, that he did 
not wish to testify to anything that occurred be- 
tore the beginning of his term. When it was ex- 
plained that he had only to read it he did so, and 
read further that it had been passed. The reso- 
lution was exactly similar to the one previously 
mentioned. 

Asked to give the items of expenditure con- 
nected with the filling in of Manhattan-square, 
Gen. Viele said there were none during the year 
1883. A little work with no expense had been 
done. “We have a very poor specimen of a 

pagation-house and a so-called nursery in 
ntrai Park,” said Gen. Viele in answer to the 
next question. They had not the capacity to 
fully furnish the department with plants. it 
had been necessary to purchase some trees 
and shrubs. One regular architect is em- 
ployed by the department. The Commis- 
sioners have. been obliged to seek Outside 
advice at times. because the architect is 
fully employed. He was employed in making the 
drawings for the new Mount St. Vincent build- 
ings during the past year. Plans for repairing 
the Macomb’s Dam Bridge had been submitted 
to an engineer because the engineers of the de- 
ct meng were not so competent to attend to 
ridge building asthe engineer employed. Mr. 
Boller, the engineer employed, was considered by 
Gen. Viele to be especially qualified for this 
work. In regard to the map-making work of the 
department Gen. Viele said that the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards were divided 
into sections, all of which have been mapped. 
Nearly all the streets in the Twenty-third Ward 
have boon monumented. Maps have been made 
of the portions laid out as soon as the force of 
the department would permit. These were tax 
maps and were filed in the Register’s office. 

The horses kept by the department, the Gen- 
eral said, were used for transporting material, 
sprinkling, removing suicides trom the Park, 
and other cartage work. Several officers, who 
had large districts to cover, had the use of borses 
and wagons. Mr. Hawes asked the witness 
whether the department had done anything to- 
ward filling up the site of the conservatory. He 
aaid it had, and testified that once upon atime 
some Commussioners had laid foundations 
in a swamp which was injurious to the 
entire neighborhood, and the Commissioners 
would have been liable to indictment if they had 
zot filled up the swamp. Gen. Viele also testi- 
fied in reference to the work done on the River- 
side Park during the year 1883. A great quantity 
of filling had been done at no cost whatever to 
the department. The main work done on the 
Riverside-avenue was.that of maintenance. 
Prior to Gen. Viele’s entrance on office a record 
was kept of the number of visitors to Riverside 
Park. He had it stopped. “There are great 
numbers of them,” said he, “the park is filled 
with beautiful women, and young girls in their 
holiday attire, and old men enjoying their com- 
fort. never saw such a sight in mv life and it 
fills my heart with gladness. In fact, am told 
that doctors now send their patients to River- 
side Park to get the tonic air.’ 

Mr. Hawes—Have you any idea what part of 
the city they come from? 

Gen. Viele—I’d just as leave call every one of 
them my sisters, cousins, and aunts, they were 
so nice-looking. 

Mr. Hawes—That does not answer my question. 
Do you think any of them came from east of 
Central Park ? 

Gen. Viele—Now you're getting too close. I 
tidn’t ask any of them. 

Gen. Viele was unable to answer several 

estions asked in regard to work done by the 
epartment before he entered upon his office. 
Mr. Strong bad memoranda on these points, 
and read them in answer tothe questions. The 
laying of the artificial pavement in the parks 
ost 1lgcents per square foot in 188], 10 cents in 
ise. and 6 cents in 1883. Gen. Viele explained 
that the making of the walk had been improved 
during the years mentioned, and was now 
cheaper and better. In 1878 the department paid 
for rent of the Museum of Art $5,960 69. In 
I8S1, 1882, and 1883, respectively, the amount of 
filling E into Manhattnn-square was 123,184 
ards, 32.000 yards, and 29,116 yards. In answer 
written questions, which had been previously 
submitted to the defendants, they furnished a 
pumber of memorafda taken from the books.

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THROUGH A SCHOOL OF WHALES. 


A SCHOONER COMPLETELY SURROUNDED BY 
THE MONSTERS, 


The schooner M. B. Millen, Capt. Young, 
which arrived yesterday from Savannah, hada 
very unusual experience during the voyage. On 
June 20, when in latitude 34° 50’ and longitude 
}° 15’, during a dead calm, the vessel drifted into 
an enormous school of whales, The monsters 
came up 80 close to the vessel that many of them 
could have been reached from the deck by an 


ordinary harpoon. Some ventured within two 
feet of the schooner’s side, against which they 
spurted water. The whaies would lie perfectly 
still for a few moments and then turn over 
leisurely and sink tail foremost until they 
stood ina perpendicular position in the water. 
They swam around the vessel, which they ap- 
peared to examine with much interest. For 
about three hours the schooner was surrounded 
by these monsters, which were seen in every di- 
rection as faras the eyecould reach. They did not 
seem to be at all timid. A sailor threwa heavy 
chunk of oak at one very large whale, which it 
hit on the nose, causing the monster to throw up 
its fukesand dive under water, which was lashed 
into foam for some distance around the place 
where he disappeared. He soon reappeared, 
however, and after rolling over pro ed jei- 
surely away from the schooner. Capt. Young 
feared that if any more of the whales were 
hit they might in their anger strike their 
heavy tiukes against the schoonegs sides and 
cause some injury, so he direct his men to 
leave the creatures alone. A breeze finally sprung 
up and carried the schooner out of the school, 
but for some time afterward the whales were 
seen floating gbout idly. They were, as a rule, 
very large, from 35 to 40 feet in length, with 
long biunt heads and very small eyes, which 
were placed well back of the noseand near the 
jaw. Their blows were not very high, and some- 
what resembled water coming from a sprinkler. 
Their flukes were square, and they bad small 
round fins on their backs. The water was so 
clear that Capt. Young was able to make an ac- 
curate estimate of the dimensions of the whales. 
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SUNDAY GAMES ON LONG ISLAND. 
The injunction granted by Judge Dono- 
hue, of New-York, restraining the Long Island 
City Police Commissioners from interfering 
with ball-playing on Sunday on the premises 
known as the Long Island Polo Grounds at Asto- 
ria, kept by Patrick Ryan, was returnable yes- 


terday before Judge Bartlett in the Queens 
County Circuit Court. Corporation Counsel 
Payne appeared for the Commissioners and 
Counselor Bennor for Sheriff Furman, who was 
made a party to the proceedings. Counsel for 
Ryan asked to have the matter postponed, 
which the court denied. Counsel claimed that 
Mr. Ryan did not charge an admission fee to the 
grounds, which afforded recreation to a large 
umber of hard-workicg men and boys. Judge 
rtlett said that when a public officer was en- 
joined from performing his duty it was the duty 
of the court to decide the issue involved without 
delay. The Legislature had made certain laws 
relating to the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, and it was the duty of the police 
to enforce the laws as they found them on the 
statute-books. Counsel for the Commissioners 
and Sheriff said they could prove that admission 
had been charged to the grounds on Sunday. 
The court instructed counsel to submit their 
aflidavits not later than Wednesday.

Fifteen m'nutes later Alderman McLoughlin, 
from the Committee on Railroads, presented a 
report in favorof granting the petition of the 
Second-Avenue Railroad Company to lay it 
tracks in certain streets. The route proposed if 
as follows: In First-avenue from the Harlem 
River to Fifty-seventh-street, and from First to 

‘ond avenue througn Fifty-seventia-street, 
and also through Ninety-second-street. Alder- 
man Grant said that he did not know anything 
about the roads, and would like to huve 
the report laid over for one week. He 
refi to Alcerman O'Connor's resolution, 
which had jist been sent to a committee and 
said that he thought, in view of that, the report 
might better be !aid over. He made a motion to 
that effect. Alderman McLoughlin contended 
that the report should be adopted at once, and 
19 other members of the board voted with him 
against Alderman Grant’s motion. Aldermen 
O’Connor and Wendell voted with Alderman 
Grant for.the motion. When the question of 
adopting the report came up Alderman O’Con- 
nor protested against it. “1 don’t propose,” he 
said, * co swallow any report which this or any 
other committee brings into this Council with- 
out having time to investigate it... The Alder- 
man was excused from voting. The report was 
then agousee. 

The Railroad Committee also made a report in 
favor of establishing a line of stages on the 
Southern Boulevard. The ponte . proposes is 
from Third-avenue and One Hundred and Twen- 
faery ago yoo across the Harlem bridge to 

orth Third-avenue, tothe Southern Boulevard, 
to Westchester-avenue, to One Hundred and 
Forty-fourth-street. The report stated that the 
committee was at first opposed to the project, 
but was led to change its mind by Alderman 
Fullgraff, ** who comhatted our belief with his 
cogent reasoning.” When Alderman Kirk spoke 
against the granting of the desired franchi:e, on 
the ground that it wasa valuable giftand that 
there was already a stage line on the route, Al- 
derman Fullgraff said if some of the yentimen 
would go less to horse-races und attend to their 
duties they would better understand the needs 
of the ple. The report was finally laid over. 

The Mayor sent in the petition of theCham- 
bers-Street Railroad Company forthe right to 
lay double tracks over the following route: Be- 
ginning at the foot of Liberty-street, running 
thence north through West to Chambers, 
through Chambers to Chatham, to New Cham- 
bers. James-slip. and thence, along South-street to 
Burling-slip. The petition was referred to the 
Railroad Committee. The President of the Cham- 
bers-street Company is Henry T. Webb.

THE STOCK MARKET TROUBLED. 
DEPRESSING EFFECT OF RUMORS OF SERIOUS 
EMBARRASSMENTS. 


The stock market was much depressed 
yesterday and the whole list sold off. At one 
time it looked as if the market might go into a 
panic, but about 1:30 o’clock prices stiffened up 
somewhat. The last hour developed new weak- 
ness and lower prices again prevailed. The de- 
pression was mainly due to the disquieting re- 
ports of serious embarrassments in the financial 
and commercial community. Several brokerage 


houses were said to be tottering. One or two 
large woo'en houses were reported to be in sim- 
ilar condition, and Jay Gould wasalleged to be 
in a position that made his failure a possibility. 
The story about Mr. Gould was that loans to 
the amount of $2,000,000 had been called on him. 
Two of the concerns mentioned as having called 
the loans were the Continental Trust Company 
and L. Von Hoffman & Co., and the rumor pre- 
vailed that Mr. Gould had secured injunctions to 
prevent the selling outof the loans. Mr. Gould, 
wearing a straw hat and ready to take his yacht 
for Irvington, was asked thetruth of the re- 
port regarding him. 

“ There is no truth in it at all,” he replied with 
a quiet smile. ‘** There are no loans to cull.” 

“Do you know how the report started?”

SYMPTOMS OF INSANITY. 


ON WHICH EDWARD D. HYDE’S COMMITMENT 
TO AN ASYLUM IS ASKED. 

Edward D. Hyde, a leather merchant, of 
No. 9 Ferry-street, was arrested on the charge of 
insanity yesterday, and Dr. David Kogers, Su- 
perintendent of the Mineola (Long Island) In- 
sane Asylum, asked that Hyde be committed to 
that institution. Hydeis 43 years old and has no 
family. He seemed to be in full possession of his 
faculties when he was arraigned before Justice 


Duffy in the Tombs Police Court. A certificate 
signed by Drs. Edward Bayard and Edward 
Chariton pronouncing him insane had been pre- 
sented to Chiet-Justice McAdam in the City 
Court, who sent the applicants to the Tombs.

SUIT AGAINST THE ELEVATED. 

Mr. Francis J. Doherty, of No. 940 Third- 
avenue, has brought suit against the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad Company for $30,000 damages 
for serious injuries sustained while leaving the 
Forty-second-Street station on Feb. 29last. The 
suit has been hitherto kept quiet because the

THE BRIDGE EXTENSION. 
SEEKING TO COMPEL COMMISSIONER THOMP- 


SON TO GRANT A PERMIT. 

Commissioner of Public Works Tl.ompson hav- 
ing revoked, on the ground that he had granted 
it without understanding its real purpose, a per- 
mit to the Trustees of the East River bridge to 
make holes in Printing-House-square as a pre- 
liminary to the extension of the terminus of the 
bridge to tne western side of the square, 
the Bridge Trustees applied to the Su- 
preme Court for a mandamus to compel 
him to grant a new permit. A. J. 
Vanderpoel and William N. Dykman ap- 


peared before Judge Lawrence, in Chambers, 
yesterday, and argued that the Bridge Trustees 

ad the right to extend their structure across 
the square, and that Commissioner Thompson 
had nota right to preventthem. The Commis- 
sioner, they said, bad been affected by the argu- 
ments of Oswald Ottendorfer and other property- 
owners, who ovjected to the extension of the 
structure, but those objectors, they argued, had 
no property rights that the Trustees could not 
acquire by the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain and by compensation, in accordance 
with the decision of the Court of Appeals 
in the Story case. The terminus of the 
bridge, they argued, had been provided 
for by the Legislature. lt was to be “at or be- 
low Chatham-square, and not south of the junc- 
tion of Chatham and Nassau streets.” It wasnot 
confined to the east side of Chatham-street, and 
the maps filed in 1869 showed that it was intend- 
ed to be west of Chatham-street. The need to 
extend the bridge structure was urgent, Messrs. 
Vanderpoel and Dykmuan urged, to the end that 
the capucity of the bridge railroad may be 
doubled, and that the question of rapid transit 
between the two cities may be solved by the 
connection of the elevated railroads and the 
bridge structure. 

James C. Carter presented affidavits to the 
effect that the maps filed in 1869 showed the 
terminus to be at the east side of Chatham-street, 
and he argued that as the bridge Trustees had, 
after building their structure to that line, pre- 
sented it to the cities, they were bound to re- 
main where they had halted, even if they had 
the right originally to go further. Healso ar- 
gued that the Trustees never had the right to 
put pillars inany highway, because the act incor- 
porating the company that started the bridge 
provided that the bridgeshould not obstruct any 
street, but should cross all streets by arches or 
suspended platforms. In response to him Mr. 
Vanderpoel said that it was not proposed to put 
pillars in Chatham or in Centre street. They 
were to be put only in the triangle in front of 
Tryon-row, which, although it does not look so, 
is a park plaza and not astreet. Judge Law- 
rence took the papess. 
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THE WIDOW AND THE DOCTOR. 
EVIDENCE IN REGARD TO MRS, VALENTINE’S 
TREATMENT OF HER FAMILY. 
Surrogate Bergen, of Brooklyn, yester- 
day continued the hearing in the case of Mrs. Jen- 
nie R. Joy, who seeks to have a guardian ad litem 
appointed for Ludlow Valentine, aged 6 years, 
on the ground that her sister, Mrs. Cathamne 
Valentine, the mother of the boy, is of unsound 
mind and unable to manage either her own 


affairs or those of her son. Mrs. Valentine 
lives at No. 19 Cranberry-street, Brook- 
lyn, and is a wealthy young widow. 
Some time ago sbe turned her father, 
mother, and brother out of doors, and conveyed 
her house for an alleged consideration of $15,000 
to one Herman Richardt, a German doctor. Mrs. 
Valentine’s relatives charge that she has fallen 
completely under the influence of Richardt, and 
that her actions since the intimacy commenced 
indicate aberration of mind. Gen. Avery, a 
lawyer introduced to Mrs. Valentine by 
Richardt, testified that he advised her tosend 
her father and mother away. She objected to 
sending her mother away, thinking that if 
her father was away her motber would 
do better. Mrs. Valentine's father had 
told the witness that he did not know of any- 
thing wrong between Dr. Richardt and Mrs. Val- 
entine, but he admitted that he had repeated 
what his wife had said about their daughter and 
Dr. Richardt. Gen. Avery also testified that he 
saw Ludlow with his mother, and that she treat- 
edthe boy as other mothers treated their chil- 
dren. Kate O’Brien testified that she knew 
Mrs. Valentine and Mrs. Schoonmaker, 
Mrs. Valentine’s mother. Mrs. Schoonmaker 
had asked the witness once to testify that 
Mrs. Valentine was crazy, but she had re- 
fused to do so. A letter was put in evidence 
which the witness had written to Mrs. Schoon- 
maker denouncing Dr. Richardt and sympathiz- 
ing with Mrs. Valentine’s mother. The witness 
gave as a reason for writing the letter that she 
had modeled it on a letter she had received from 
Mrs. Schoonmaker, with whom she was friendly 
at that time. Dr. Richardt testified that he had 
attended Mrs. Valentine as her family physician, 
but denied that any improper relations had ever 
existed between them. He had taken his patient 
to the opera, but he denied having met her by 
ppointment in New-York. The meeting in 
New-York, he said, was entirely accidental. He 
had treated all the members of the family for 
dipbtheria, and had treated Harry Schoonmaker, 
Mrs. Valentine’s brother, for other maladies. 
He refused, on cross-examination, to say what 
other maladies he had treated in the family, fall- 
ing back as a physician on his right of refusal to 
answer. The witness swore that he had been 
asked by Mrs. Schoonmaker to certify that Mrs. 
Valentine wasinsune. Dr. Richardt’s examina- 
tion will be continued at the next hearing. 
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FOR THE MORMON CHURCH. 
OVER FIVE HUNDRED EUROPEAN CONVERTS 
START FOR UTAH. 

The Guion steam-ship Arizona, which ar- 
rived from Liverpool yesterday, brought a party 
of 531 Mormons, under the charge of Elder E. H. 
Nye. Of these 26 were returning elders, who 
have been abroad as missionaries, some of them 
having been absent from home two years, while 
others have not been in Europe more than six 
months. Of the converts who came in the steer- 


age 406 are Scandinavians and the remainder are 
from Great Britain, and principally English. 
The immigrants were nearly all in families, 
but there were a few single persons of both 
sexes, and a large number of children. 
The majority of the immigrants are farm Jabor- 
ers, but there is a sprinkling of mechanics 
among them. Elder Nye says that few of his 
party nave any money. a meg no one of the 
converts has more than $50. No.inducement ex- 
cept to be among people of their own faith had 
been held out to any of them. The Mormon 
Church had not paid a single doilar toward their 
passages, and they were plainly told that they 
would have to work hard in Utah. The Mor- 
mons left for their new homes by the Erie Rail- 


way last evening.

THE MURDER ON STATEN ISLAND. 

“I never saw a finer human form than 
that man had,” a doctor said, yesterday, while 
standing beside the boay of Francia Pesko, the 
Hungarian who was murdered on Staten Island 
on Sunday afternoon. “ His physique was re- 
markable, and [ am told,” continued the physi- 
cian, “* that he was a popular model with New- 
York and Brooklyn artists. Ihe man was won- 
derfully strong and healthy. The stiletto that 


caused his death penetrated an artery, and from 
the time the wound was inflicted until the man 
was dead a large erage of blood tlowed from 
the gaping wound, the stream gushing so that 
we could count every heart-beat by the force of 
the current, until nearly 15 pounds of blood had 
left the body.” 

Paul Novrok, the perpetrator of the deed, 
was in the jail at Richmond yesterday. His 
brother visited the jail and cned like a child. 
Paul dia not seem greatly affected. The mur- 
dered man was quite poor. He was held in great 
esteem by the Hungarian colony in which he 
lived,on Elm-street, Port Richmond. They all 
gathered to the number of a hundred about 
Novrok’s room after the murder, and when 
Deputy Sheriff Walsh came out of the house 
with his prisoner they pounced on him apparently 
infuriated. Mr. Waish had to retreat back into 
the house to save the murderer, and wait for re- 
inforcements from the police station before 
going out again, when the man was hurried 
away under a strong guard. Yesterday the 
Grand Jury met forthe June term of the Rich- 
mond County Court, when the case was pre- 
sented to them by the District Attorney. A sub- 
scription was started among the Hungarian 
neighbors ot the deceased, yesterday, to pay the 
expenses of the funeral, which will be held to-
